~ KLEIN OF SAMOA. 


A NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENT OF 
INTERNATIONAL FAME, 


The Man for Whom Two Nations Came Near 
Going to War—Investigating Georgia’s 
Convict Lease System, 


Here’s a man who has been an issue in in- 
ternational affairs. 

A newspaper correspondent, whose exploits 
have been discussed in every corner of the 
globe, and over whom, two great nations 
came near being involved in war. 

John C. Klein. 

The name may not be familiar to all of you, 
but when mention is made of Samoa—— 

Ah, now it all comes back. You remember 
that it was John C. Klein, the special cor- 


MG 
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respondent of the New York World, who fig- 

“‘mred so prominently in that Samoan affair—an 
affair which seemed a little thing to us here 
fin America, but which was of sufii- 
cient importance to be the means 
©f almost bringing about a war between the 
United States and Germany. 

Then Mr. Klein has been heard of from 
Hayti, from the heart of Mexico, from the 
Panama canal, from Brazil when the republic 
succeeded the empire, from other parts of the 
old and the new world, and in all the states 
ad territories of this union. 

And it is Georgia’s turn now. For Mr. 
Klein has spent the past four weeks in this 
state, and promises some sensations as the 
result of his investigations. 

MR. KENDALL OF NEW YORK.., 

It was just a month ago that Mr. J. C. Ken- 
ball of New York first registered at the Kim- 
dalt, 

Mr. Kendall produced a card containing 
the name of the New York Electric company, 
and made some inquiries concerning electric 
lighting in. Atlanta. There was nothing 
about him suggestive of adeep and dark plot 
of any kind, so Mr. Kendall was accepted for 
what he claimed to be and was allowed to_go 
on his way rejoicing. 

He made a number of trips to other parts of 
the state. For a time the Hotel Lanier at 
Macon, served as headquarters for him. In 
Macon he was still greatly interested in elec- 
tric lighting, but when, a few days later,he ap- 
peared in Dade county, the incandescent lamps 
which he had carried gave way to a geolo- 
gist’s hammer and he was busy looking for 
some sort of carbon which, he claimed, would 
greatly revolutionize electric lighting. 

Mr. Kendall didn’t find the carbon, but he 
did find what he was after. 

THE MASK THROWN OFF. 

For three weeks he continued his travels 
through Georgi&, and then there came a 
change. 

Mr. Kendall was no more. The treatises 
upon electric lighting, the incandescent lamps, 
the geologist’s hammer were packed away, and 
Mr. John C. Klein, special correspondent of 
the New York World, announced that they 
had served their purpose. 

**I have been investigating the convict lease 
system in Georgia,’’ he explained, ‘‘and hay- 
ing obtained the information I sought, I have 
no further use for Mr. Kendall.’’ 

After this Mr. Klein called upon Senator 
Brown, Governor Gordon, Dr. Westmoreland, 
and others who could give him information 
upon certain points, and then he returned to 
New York. 

**The Convict.System of Georgia’ will bea 
feature of .a not-far-distant number of the 
paper he represents. 

AN INTERESTING FELLOW. 

Any man who has seen the world is worth 
talking to—a newspaper man _ beyond all 
others. 

Klein is an _ interesting fellow. For 
fourteen years he has_ knocked around 
in the newspaper business and in that time has 
Covered a good deal of territory. ° 

**You remember,’ he said, laughing, ‘that 
after the Samoan affair there were a good 
many different stories abroad as to my iden- 
tity. One made mea deserter from the Ger- 
man army, another gave me acharming family 
of grown daughters, and so on.”’ 

Then he told how it happened that he went 
to Samoa. Hehad gone from the Chicago 
Times toone of the leading San Francisco 
papers, when reports of possible troubles at 
Samoa reached this country. About this time

magnificent specimens of physical manhood 
and are the grandest warriors in the world. I 
have seen them shot through and through and 
not a groan escaped their lips. In 
the fighting many were wounded 
some so badly that amputation of their limbs 
was necessary. They disdained anwsthetics, 
and stood the operations without flinching. 

“Yes, they are men—I never expect to find 
braver or truer ones.” | 

Mr. Klein has a trunk full of Samoan relics. 
Among these are many letters from the king,in 
which he is called ‘‘My Dear Jack,”’ or,as their 
language makes it, ‘‘Siacki.’?’ Mataafa’shand : 
writing is better than that of the average 
American business man. His letters to Klein 
are full of terms indicating the greatest friend- 
ship, admiration and gratitude for all he had 
done for the people there. 

The German officers made every effort to 
prevent Klein leaving the islands,it being 
their intention to try him before a German 
court-martial on a charge of participating in 
the fighting. 

‘They wanted to shoot me or hang me toa 
yard arm,’ he said, ‘“‘but I ran the guantlet 
and got aboard the American man-0o-war. 
There I was safe, for they could only get me 
through extradition, and I knew the authori- 
ties at Washington wouldn’t give me up. 
But I hope to go back to Samoa some day. 

THE REPUBLIC OF BRAZIL. 

Mr. Klein told of many interesting incidents 
in his about-the-wold travels. 

“Ts the Brazilian republic an experiment or 
an assured fact ?’’ he was asked. 

“The republic is a grand success, so far, and 
issure to prove thatin theend. The country 
was ripe for such a step, and when the coup 
d’etat came it was not unexpected, except to 
the royali$t party. Everything had been care- 
fully arranged before hand, and never was a 
revolution so easily managed.”’ 

“Ts the government in good hands ?”’ 

“Excellent. General Fonseca, Ruy Bar- 
boza and Quintino Boca Yuba are all men of 
brains and _ ability. The talk of 
Dom Pedro going back there is all foolishness. 
That will never happen, as Brazil will go along 
better without him. The dom was ‘played,’ 
his day was past. The republic has come to 
stay.” 

‘What of the country itself?” 

“Well, you couldn’t pay me enough to make 
me live there. It’s all very well to talk of the 
tropics, and all that, but I neyer get away 
from this country that I don’t thank God I’m 
an American. This is the grandest country on 
the face of the globe. If you don’t believe 
that, leave itfor a while. Then you’ll see 
that it hasn’t an equal.”’ 

He meant every w ord of it. JOE OHL. 


THE COMING WAR IN EUROPE, 


It Will Be a Tremendous Conflict, Brief and 
Bloody. 
From the New York Sun. 

Every other day the signs of war in Europe 
are multiplied. The constant rumbling of 
military trains and the tramp of soldiers on 
the frontiers made startling echoes of the re- 
peated assurances of peace. 

In spite of all that may be said to the con- 
trary, it seems to me _ pretty clear that 
France and Germany are already sparring 
for an opening. In Alsace and Lorraine the 
Germans have recently massed a formidable 
force, apparently with a view of crushing the 
sixth army corps of Franceimmediately onthe 
outbreak of hostilities. The French, on the 
other hand, are quietly increasing the number 
of their troops on the frontier and openly dis- 
cussing new plans for their disposition. 

In the Republique Francaise General Tri- 
coche argues in favor of placing two army 
corps in the northeast, one at Chalons and the 
other at Nancy. ‘‘For a considerable time,’’ 
he ®ays, ‘‘the position of this latter place has 
engaged the attention of military men, and 
especially of the successive commanders of the 
sixth corps.”’ The additional corps, which he 
regards as a necessity, would place the French 
troops on the frontier, at least, upon an equal 
footing with their enemy. He selects Nancy 
for its center, because it would menace the 
Germans in front, flank their two connecting 
lines of operation, and place the French army 
in a position for an offensive movement. 

Although this is merely the theory of one 
general, it seems to show that in reality the 
German and French commanders are endeay- 
oring to place themselves in position from 
which they can deliver the heaviest and most 
telling blows. 

When the shock comes, the war of 1870, 
compared simply from a iighting point of 
view, will figure as one of the small affairs of 
the past. It must not be forgotten that when 
that war broke out the Germans greatly out- 
numbered the French, and had not only a far 
superior field artillery, but a considerably 
greater number of guus. The ability of their 
generals in that contest, great as it really was, 
has, perhaps, been somewhat overrated when 
weighed in the balance with the French imili- 


_tary blunders of that time. 


If war were to break out tomorrow the con- 
ditions would be different. The Germans 
have now only a comparatively small numeri- 
caladvantage over the French, while the artil- 
lery of the latter is more numerous and equal 
in quality, if not superior, to that of their ene- 
mies. The French Lebel ritle is also supposed 
to be the most murderous weapon that has so 
far been placed in the hands of infantry sol- 
diers. Therefore their advantages in artillery 
and small arms might possibly counterbalance 
the numerical superiority of the Germans. So 
that, in round numbers, the two great armies 
will be likely to come together about evenly 
matched. 

This calculation is made without counting 
the so-called triple alliance, because, in the 
opinion of experts, taking that for what it 
may be worth, the war will be short and ter- 
rific, and the fate of the campaign practically 
decided before the Italians can cross the Alps. 
It is also thought probable that Austria, after 
all, will be likely to discover some flaw in the 
bond which will enable her to reconsider the 
proposition of assistance to two powers that 
openly speak of her future dismemberment in 
case they succeed in crushing France. At 
present the alliance does not seem to rest upon 
a very solid foundation, and if itis really the 
shaky edifice that the French say it is it will

ROCKIES, 
fhe Fighting Forces of Germany—Chief 
Cause of Poverty—The Cotton Indus- 
try—When Passion Wears a Mask.

Her discription of a night ride 
through the Rockies is beyond all praise,

A Night Ride Through the Rockies. 

Miss Elizabeth Bisland, the young lady who 
gent round the world, has given in the Cos- 
mopolitan a graphic description of her night 
ride from Council Bluffs to Ogden, The wild 
dash through the mountains and the awesome 
splendors of astarry night in the Bad Lands are 
pictured with a power that Joquin Miller, the 
king of the west, could not surpass. The very 
description is luminous with. the light of the 
stars she saw, and the whole weird impression 
is brought upon the reader’s senses as con- 
sciously, almost, as if he were there. There is

- an? delieacy of color, lit up with a kind of 

etic rapture in such rare combinations as 

, Carmen Silva might not hope to excel. 

Miss island combines the exquisite delicacy 

of tone in that gifted lady’s writings with all 
the wealth of color in Lafcadio Hearn. 

The thrilling experience of the night is thus 
described: 

“That night we were in Council Bluffs, 
Omaha, and by chance got passage on the new 
fast mail train, put on asan experiment in 
time across the continent, which carried but 
one sleeper and the general manager’s private 
car. 

We climbed and climbed . . . always at 
a tremenduous speed, and always the land 
eT x more desolate, and wildly drear; like 
the cursed site of some prehistoric Sodom, 
sown with salt. Theair shone with lumi- 
nous clearness undreamable in coast countries, 
andat nightthe stars were huge and fierce. 
Not the soft-gleaming palpitant planets of 
tropic nights, but keen and scintillant as 
swords. There was something hideous and 
brutal in the doom laid upon this unhappy 
territorv, as of a Prometheus chained on 
the mountain tops . . . its. blood 
dried to dust in its veins, and lifting a scarred 
face of gray dispair to the rainless sky. From 
time to time we passed a feeble, triekling 
stream, but no verdure marked the course of 
its waters, that were bitter and fuitless as 
tears. During the night our way lay through 
that still more desolate portion of this dry re- 
gion named with simple and expressive liter- 
alness, the Bad Lands; and hear again I saw 
a most wonderful breaking of the day. - The 
moon, Wan with the dawn, hung direetly in 
the zenith,and on the eastern rim of the 
gliostly gray plain, under the quivering jewel 
of the morning star, burned the 
first vague flush of day. Slowly 
a dusky amethyst light filled the 
sapphire bowl of the sky, quenching the stars 
oue by one as it rose, and when thesun showed 
over the world’s edge the cup was brimmed, 
and the pale moon faintly shone in its depths, 
like the drowned pearl of the Egyptian queen. 
There was no eye but mine to see, yet here in 
the midst of unpeopled desolation the majes- 
tic ceremonies of the sky were fulfilled with 
the same slow pomp and splendor as if all the 
worshippers of the sun knelt in awed wonder 
to see the bridegroom come forth out of his 
chamber. 

‘‘Our speed through this part of the country 
was terrible. Five hours away from Ogden 
we were two hours and a half behind the time 
set for our arriva] there. Some three-quarters 
of amillion hung upon our reaching there 
promptiy and getting the track clear for our- 
selves beyond it, not to mention many other 
important considerations that could scarcely 
be reckoned in figures, for a great government 
contract for mails would be either lost or won 
by 1 orning. A certain engineer, whose name 
was Foley—or words to that effect—was tele- 
grapied to meet us at the next stop. He was 
a gentieman of Irish extraction, who labored 
uuder an entire absence of physical timidity,and 
who remarked with jovial determination as he 
climbed into the cab that he would ‘get us to 
Ozden—or kell, on time.’ Several times dur- 
ing the five hours’ ride the betting stood ten 
to one onthe latter goal, and hades was hot 
favorite. The grade at this part of the-road 


_has a descent of 93 feet in a mile and the track 


corkscrewed through gorges and canons with 
but small margin between us and destruction. 
To these considerations Mr. Foley was cheer- 
fuily indifferent, and pulling out the throttle 
he let the engine have her head at the 
rate of sixty-five miles an hour. The train 
rocked like a ship at sea, and sleepers_held on 
to their berths in terror, the more nervous 
actually succumbing to mal de mer. The 
plunge of the engine, that now and again 
whimpered affrightedly in the darkness, could 
be felt through the whole train, as one feels 
beneath one the fierce play of the loins of a 
runaway horse, From the rear car the tracks 
were two lines of fire in the night. The tele- 
graph poles reeled backwards from our course 
and the land fled from under us with horrible 
nightmare weirdness. The officers 
of the train grew alarmed and 
ordered speed slackened, but Mr. Foley, 
consulting his watch, regretted with great 
firmness that he could notobligethem. One 
man rolled in an anguish of terror on the floor, 
and the general manager, engaged in a late 


‘game of whist, regarding the sufferer with 


sympathetic interest as he took the odd trick 
with the thirteenth trump, remarked that it 
Was such episodes as this in American life 
that made usa nation of youthful gray-heads. 

‘‘We arrived in Ogden on time. Mr. Foley 
dismounted with alacrity from his cab, re- 
marked that these night rides were prone to 
give a man cold, and went in pursuit of an an- 
tidote behind a swinging Venetian door on the 
corner and we saw him no more,’’ 

The Disarmament of Nations. 

For a long time there have been suggestrons 
that the growing tendency toward federation 
of small republics and principalities into great 
nations or empires would lead eventually toa 


‘* mniversal system that would include the world 


under one federation. 

The first actual movemeut in that direction 
was made in Washington at the annual meet- 
ing of the Peace society, not long ago. In his 


- address, the president of the society, Rev. Dr- 


Dana used these remarkable 
words: 
_ Let us propose to the nations to disarm, sub- 
Stituting arbitration, or some othér pacific 
policy, forarmament. I fee] sure that all of 
us, whether, republicans or democrats, 
whether natives or immigrants, will agree 
that, if.-there is on earth a nation that can 
giford to disarm and be known asthe great 
peace-people, itis the American nation; for 
bur fortunes do not vibrate in the oscillating 
balance of European powers. We are strong 
enough, and ought to be brave enough, to say 
to our brother-nations of mankind: ‘We be- 
a that war is a foolish and wicked policy; 
et us disarm, referring our disputes, not to 
the bloody decisions of capricious war, but to 
the peaceful arbitrament of Christian common 
nse. Letus enter into a convenant of ever- 
asting amity, organizing a peace league that

. _— be not only Pan-American, but also Pan- 


errestrial. We Americans take the initia- 
tive in inviting you all to meet with us in that 
greatest of congresses— 

“The parliament of man, the federation of the 
world.” 

Nor is thts by any means impracticable. The 
Geneva arbitration alone has done wonders in 
Bhedding light on the feasibility and duty of 
disarmament; for it has shown how war may 
be averted, and the national honor be kept un- 

tained. Some of you may be surprised to 

earn that, between the year of our indepen- 
dence, 1776, and the year 1889, there have been 
233 instances of snecessful arbitration between 
the Unijed States ~nd foreign powers. Do you 
Say that our mas‘er’3 precept of non-Tresistancte 
is visi ? Th» pacific policy of William 


— - 


Penn, founder of the great commonwealth 
which bears his own friendly name, fighting 
barbarous aborigines with no sword but the 
olive branch—this is a sufficient answer. Talk 
about Utopia? Bravely obey Jesus Christ¢ 
and Utopia, ideal land of nowhere, becomes 
actuality, real land of everywhere. 
There is a story told si 

In eastern tents, when autumn nights grow cold 
And round the fire the Mongol shepherds sit 
With grave responses listening unto it: 
Once, on the errands of his mercy bent, 
Buddha, the holy and benevolent, 
Met a fell monster, huge and fierce of look, 
Whose awful voice the hills and forests shook, 
“QO, son of peace!’ the giant cried, “thy fate 
Is sealed at last, and love shall yield to hate.” . 
The unarmed Buddha, looking, with no trace 
Of fear or anger, in the monster’s face, 
In pity said: “Poor friend, even thee I love ” 
Lo: as he spake, the sky-tall terror sank 
To hand-breadth size; the huge abhorence shrank 
Into the form and fashion of a dove; 
And, where the thunder of its rage was heard, 
Circling above him, sweetly sang the bird: 
“*Hate hath no harm for love,” so ran the song, 
“And peace unweaponed conquers evry wrong.” 

Here I rest my argument. I might, of 
course, have brought forth other considera- 
tions, more familiar, perhaps, but, in my judg- 
ment, less momentous. I might, for instance, 
have descanted on the wastefulness of war; 
its frightful waste of money, of time, of 
Strength, of health, of capacity, of love, of 
joy, of morals—in one great word, of life. 
Never producing, forever consuming, this is 
the very genius of that monstrous, pitiless, 
ghastly fugitive from the in- 
fernal abyss, whose name, in_ the 
Hebrow tongue, is Abaddon; in Greek, 
Apollyon; in English, Destroyer. En- 
gland’s iron duke, ‘‘foremost captain of his 
time,’”’ never said atruer or a sadder thing 
thanin his dispatch from the red field of 
Waterloo: “Nothing except a battle lost can 
be half so melancholy as a battle won.’’ But, 
while such considerations as these might per- 
haps have been more thrilling, I have chosen 
to take higher ground, appealing toa loftier 
principle. That loftier principle is this: ‘“The 
divine conception of all mankind as one single 
body, one colossal moral organism. In this 
majestic conception lies the secret of the 
reconciliation of the great schism in the 

“ly of humanity. The cure of ~war lies 
not in the suspicion and enmity and 
rivalry that are intrenched in armaments; the 
cure of war lies in the confidence and brother- 
hood and co-operation that are announced in 
disarmament. -Forin what proportion man- 
kind feels itself to be what its maker meant it 
should be, namely, one organic person, rather 
than a congeries of organized structures—in 
that proportion, race strifes will cease, nation 
saying tonation: ‘‘We are members one of 
another.’’ Accordingly, what society needs is 
to be educated into the peewee of the possi- 
bility of its own moral equilibrium, the sense 
of its own social equipoise.

The Fighting Forces of Germany. 

The greatest army in the world is a matter of 
interest to everybody; the superlative degree 
of any thing attracts attention, even the best 
dog-catcher would claim a respectful hearing 
from the public, and the champion baseball 
club would receive an ovation that would turn 
the head of astatesman. But the best armyin 
the world is of especial interest to us when we 
are trying to get one of our own. 

The April Cosmopolitan has a profusely il- 
lustrated article on the fighting forces of Ger- 
many, and the details of the organization are 
elaborately given. An army with 48,000 offi- 
cers would seem to be a big thing, and so it is; 
rank and file it numbers altogether 2,234,631 
men, and 439,759 horses. 

The Germans have learned a great deal from 
our civil war, among other things they have 
realized the importance of quick railroad move- 
ments and large facilities for the mobil- 
ization of troops. Consequently every 
car in the empire has marked uponit the num- 
ber of men and horses it will carry. With 
such data constantly in hand the German gov- 
ernment is assured that it can mass 750,000 
men on the frontier within ten days. 

This immense army does not include what 
isknewnasthe “landsturm,’’ or second re- 
serve, of 700,000 men, and the railway staff of 
300,000 men, made up principally of old sol- 
diers. 

A marked feature of the army service of the 
Germans is that money cannot buy au exem- 
tion from it. The only exceptions are in cases 
where public policy seems to demand them, as 
for instance where the young man is the son 
of destitute parents, the son of a farmer or 
manufacturer whose business would be crip- 
pled without his son’s superintendence, the 
next eldest brother to one killed orso wounded 
in war that he needs the recruit’s support, and 
those engaged in the study of art as a profes- 
sion whose carecr would suffer damage if his 
studies were interrupted. 

The raw country recruit is usually retained 
in service three years, as that time is thought 
necessary to make him a soldier, but recruits 
who show ahigh degree of intelligence are 
sometimes able to get through in a year. 

The course of instruction is something llke 
that at West Point, though the captain and 
eight under officers have the instruction of 
every company of fifty. They are put through 
gymnastics and maneuvers four or five hours 
aday. The officers have thirteen in a squad, 
and on the field while drilling the instructor 
carefully makes everything plain by explana- 
tions and diagrams drawn roughly on the 
ground. During the spring long marches are 
made in the country, and practice in recon- 
noitering and constructing earth-works is 
given. In march the squads are formed into 
companies and in September the fall maneu- 
vers occur. There the emperor commands in 
person, remaining on the field all day. 

The telegraph corps are equipped with Morse 
instruments and coils of wire, 550 yardsin a box. 
Each corps has fifty carrier pigeons and there 
are large pigeon stations in the principal cities. 
Dogs even, are employed to carry dispatches 
from the field to headquarters. __ 

The military education. begins with the ca- 
det schools, which serve to give the children a 
taste for military life. The real work of pre- 
paration begins in the war schools which have 
aten months’ course. Graduatesare sent out as 
supernumeraries attached to regiments for 
some time before they are put in charge of 
troops. After serving twenty-one months as 
supernumeraries they may enter the engineer 
or artillerist’s-schools. The artillery course 
covers ten and a half and the engineer course 
twenty and a half months. Ambitious officers, 
after serving three to six years, take special 
courses at the war academy fo fit themselves 
for special appointments. In order to get into 
this academy the candidate must havé the in- 
dorsement of his regimental commander, who 
must certify that in his opinion the candidate 
has a thorough practical knowledge of his duties 
and aptitude and inclination to study, good 
health, good moral character and means. 

The last requisite is made necessary by the 
fact that the pay, even of officers of the Ger- 
man army, is very small, A field marshal 
only receives $245 a month, a brigade or regi- 
mental commander only $160, a captain from 
$44 to $74, a first lieutenant not quite $22, and 
a second lieutenant $18. 

They do not expect to live on these salaries; 
and before they get commissions they have-to 
give satisfactory evidence that they have pri- 
vate means invested in good shape. No ofiicer 
can marry without permission, and a subaltern 
is not allowed to marry anless the ladv has 


| private income of $625. A captain’s wife 
must bring him $375 a year, and a married 
officer is required to subscribe to 
fund in such amount that it will bring his 
widow $150 to $375 a year, according to rank. 

For paying his way in the academy, for 
paying most of his expenses after going 
nto the army, and for surrendering his indi- 
viduality to the iron rule of a socialistic gov- 
ernment, the German officer gets some pect- 
liar prizes. Socially lie isa lion and an auto- 
crat. On this point Paultney Bigelow, the 
author of the article inthe Cosmopolitan, says: 

“The German emperor, as leader of the 
army, appoints every officer in it, and exer- 
cises complete control over the sort of man 
that shall be deemed fit to wear his livery. 
His officers represent not merely the aristocra- 
cy of social life, and landed property in the 
country, but that also of education. © enter 
the army, even after passing all legal exami- 
nations, the sub-lieutenant must be declared 
‘worthy to be received amongst them’ by 4 
majority of the officers of his regiment. 
German must be elected into a regiment as 
though into an exclusive social club, and this 
test has much to do with the present charac- 
ter of the men composing the officers of the 
emperer, 

“In promotion seniority alone is not regard- 
ed, but merit as well, and the emperor orders 
promotion, either upon the result of 
examinations as with the artillery and engi- 
neers, or upon the reports of superior officers. 

“The German ofiicer enjoys at home a de- 
gree of social power incredible to one who has 
not seen it, and everything is done by the gov- 
ernment to enhance his importance in the 
eyes of the people. He is always seen in unl- 
form and this badge of power serves him as & 
passportin the streets of the city quite as 
much as in the salons of the fashionable. In 
other words Germany has only one unmistak- 
able sign of what she considers a gentleman— 
to-wit, a man in military uniform.” 

America Nearly Full. 

Chambers Journal furnishes the following 
figures on the available land of the United 
oe and the rate at which it is being occu- 
piea: 

‘“‘The area in the United States suitable for 
farming is usually estimated at 1,500,000 square 
miles, or 960,000,000 of acres. In 1880 the area 
in farms was 536,081,835 acres. At the same 
rate of increase the area in farms must now 
(1889) be over 700,000,000 acres, leaving unoc- 
cupied 260,000,000 acres, a large part of which 
is in the hands of railway corporations. If 
there should be no increase of the rate of de- 
mand in 1884, the supply will be exhausted in 
twenty years.’’ 


Russia and Germany. 


The following extract from Edgar Boulan- 
gier’sarticle- in LaNouvelle Review is a cu- 
rious specimen of French audacity and clev- 
erness: - 

“There is in St. Petersburg a party which, 
though it may feel greatly irritated at the at- 
titude of Germany, does not want a war with 
her, because it thinks such a war unnecessary. 
Germany is rapidly going downward, partly 
on account of theinferiority of the race, which 
does not enable it to hold a position of great 
prominence for a long time, partly on account 
of internal troubles which German society is 
unable to solve as the German government is 
to suppress them. And the case 
is somewhat similar with the two 
other partners in the tripple __alli- 
ance, Austria being hampered with the impos- 
sible problem of nationaiity, and Italy ap- 
proaching day by day nearer to the abyss of 
bankruptcy. Russia, on the contrary, is on the 
ascendant, and if she only waits halfa century, 
her superiority will be so palpable that it will 
not need the sword to assert itself. 

sismarck is, of course, fully aware of this 
fact, but in spite of Von Moltke’s vehement 
denuciations in the reichstag, he smoothed 
over the Schnobele affairin 1887, and preferred 
to wait. On the one side, he is frightened by 
the mysterious French rifle and the stili more 
mysterious French powder, without smoke and 
without report, which the _ laboratories 
of Berlin, Vienna, and Rome have not 
been able to equal. On the = ome 
side, he hesitates before the almost unconqter- 
able strategical advantage which Russia pos- 
sesses in the mere vastness of, her territory. 
Even if one German army took St. Peters- 
burg, supported on its left lank by a German 
fleet in the Baltic, and another’ took Moscow, 
supported on its right flank by 4n Austrian in- 
vasian from Galicia, the decisiye blow would 
still have to be dealt. Behind Moscow is 
Matavilcka, probably the greatest military 
depot in the world, and behind Matavilcka are 
the Ural mountains. The Russians will always 
have an opportunity to re-form in the very 
front of the enemy,and while Russia, as an 
agricultural country, is able to stand a long 
war, Germany, as an industrial country, must 
strike quick or she will be exhausted.’’ 


The Chief Cause of Poverty. 

The New York World sent toa numberof dis- 
tinguished men the inquiry, “What, in your 
opinion, is the chief cause of poverty in this 
country at the present time? and why ?’’ 


The following are some of the replies: 
IGNATIUS DONNELLY. 

The chief cause of poverty is plainly the lack of 
property. Property means those things produced, 
enhanced by human labor, and which are neces- 
sary for human life or enjoyment. Money is a 
governmental machine to measure the value of 
property. There is more productive power, and, 
therefore, more property, today than ever before. 
Therefore poverty is not due to a decrease in the 
a enw of property. The cause of poverty is the 
unequal and unfair distribution of property, 
whereby those who create it obtain little of it, and 
those who handle it become possessed 
of most of it. The remedy is gov- 
ernmental intervention, in the interest of 
“the general welfare,’ to increase the rewards of 
labor and decrease the accumulations of cunning; 
in other words, to increase the incomes of the 
millions, and to decrease the wealth of the 
thousands. Vast fortunes are a source of danger 
to the nations and a threat to republican institu- 
tions. A superfiuity of wealth above a suffi- 
ciency to purchase the comforts and luxuries of 
life is a matter of useless vanity and a stepping- 
stone, through destructive corruption of the poor, 
to undue power in the government,wielded always 
to procure further accumulations of wealth. The 
instinct to accumulateis a blessing; but the state 
has a right to protect the public :from its excesses. 
Nothing is lawful that works injury to the 
great mass of mankind. There should be severe 
laws against all trusts, combinations, and monop- 
olies, treating those engaged in them as criminal 
conspirators against the common weal, far more 
on eng to the public than common thieves and 
robbers. The welfare of the few can be best as- 
sured by the prosperity of the many; the prosper- 
ity of the many cannot grow out of the wealth of 
the few. It is to the interest of America that 
every workman should be .well paid and happy. 
Degraded workmen mean a corrupt} ballot-box; a 
corrupt ballot-box is the end of the republic; 
when the republic dies we must have either 
anarchy or despotism,

The Cotton Industry South. 

The Dixie magazine prints an interesting 
communication on this subject from Mr. John 
Hill, of the Eagle and Phenix mills. He 
differs materially from Edward Atkinson, 
who maintained, in a recent article, that New 
England has climatic conditions which give 
itan advantage in spinning the finer yarns. 
Mr. Hill, who has lived both north and south, 
maintains, on the contrary, that the climatic 
advantage in the cotton industry is with us. 

But after saying this much in our favor, he 
makes a more serious indictment against us 
than Mr. Atkinson. 

‘The trouble south,”’ he says, ‘is not climatic, 
but comes from other causes. You mention it 
in your letter: the want of skill on the part of 
operatives. This will be very difficult to over- 
come in the present condition of society and the 
greatest barrier is in the unsteadiness of the help 
in adhering to one branch ofindustry. There are 
inborn principles in southern people, on the 
average, that present the difficulty. You know, 
for instance, that some seventy-five per cert of 
the mill labor is female or juvenile. There is 
not one female operative in ten who is not 
looking forward to the day when she ‘will not 
have to work in a mill,’ and at every 
opportunity to ‘quit’ a large per cent 
cease to work. They work for a liv- 
ing only and having ambition only to get 
wages in very many cases, take too little in- 
terest in high proficiency in this work. Chil- 
dren have the same ideas, and many men also. 
Atevery opportunity they leave the mill for 
other occupations, and their places are filled 
with new operatives who duplicate the former. 
I do not refer in this to special cases, for their 
are many instances of high proficiency, but it 
is the average we have to take. There is not 
the want of intelligence, but the want of in- 
terest.’ 

It is not surprising that people unused to 
factory life should be restless at first, and it is 
not totheir discredit that they should look 
forward to an improvement in their condition. 
A people without ambition would not seem to 
be good timber to make skilled artisans of. 
This very ambition and restlessness under 
machine life is one of the indications that 
point toa thirst for employment in finer 
fabrics and more difficult workmanship, which 
will give more opportunity for the develop- 
ment and exercise of the mental faculties. 

Mr. Hill goes on, as it were, to “‘rubit in:”’ 

“Then again,’ says he, ‘all know that the 
‘poor whites,’ who are largely the factory 
operatives south, are neither thrifty nor. eco- 
nomical on the average; neither are they par- 
ticularly industrious. Take a combination of 
want of thrift, economy and industry and you 
have something not calculated to produce 
high art. The climate favors this, because of 
ease of living resultant. The eastern opera- 
tive has an average of quite a_ dif- 
ferent combination, for any one who is 
acquainted with them: will not say 
there is the same average in these three par- 
ticulars, (thrift, economy and industry) by a 
very large majority. It is fashionable east 
to be industrious andeconomical. Itis not so 
south, in any line of life, though exceptions are 
in all cases. Very many operatives 
east have been in ~wmills_ all their 
lives. Their fathers and mothers 
before them, and the generations yet to 
come will likely have the same occupation. 
There is much more personal interest and 


pride in the eastern over the southern opera- 


tivein the work produced, on an average. 
They are quicker at theirwork. I havestated, 
and it is true, thatI think no well-informed 
man will doubt, that as much labor is per- 
formed north in ten asin the south in eleven 
hours, in mills or anywhere else. <All work 
and act quicker. No eastern manever comes 
south who does not criticise this slow move- 
ment. These are the things that are in the 
way of fine products south, and while there 
will be no great difficulty to do finer work 
than has heretofore been done, yet, beyond a 
certain limit, I think the east has an ad- 
vantage. I think the line favorable for the 
south is about number twenty yarn, and be- 
low that the south can and will succeed in the 
competition. Above it, the east will prevail.’’ 

With all due respect to Mr. Hill’s experience, 
it must be said that this last remark shows a 
superficial view of southern capabilities. He 
overlooks the fact that New England com- 
munities have been trained for several genera- 
tions to factory life, and he does not stop to 
inquire whether the same training will bring 
about equal skill here. He undertakes to say 
that the conditions of life in the south are not 
calculated to produce high art. In this he is 
contradicted by President Kincaid, of the 
Griffin mills, who thinks our genial climate 
more favorable to the development of artistic 
talent among our artisans, especially inthe 
field of design, than the rigorous and harden- 
ing climate of New England. The superin- 
tendent of the Georgia Technological insti- 
tute’s machine shop, who is a native of Massa- 
chusetts, has said that- he  .ex- 
pected to find southern boys slower 
to take hold and less industrious than the boys 
who had been in his charge at Worcester, but 
much to his surprise he found that the south- 
ern boys were fully equal to the others in 
application and quicker, if anything, fi their 
perceptions. 

Mr. Hill could hardly establish his theory by 
reference to older countries in both climates. 
Germany, with a harsher climate, has not 
developed more skillful artisans than France: 
and if he refers to art in its gGlassic sense, 
where will he find it so highly developed as in 
sunny Italy? 

It would be hard to dispute Mr. Hill’s point 
with reference to the present condition of 
labor in the south, but a host of precedents 
confront him when he asserts that a temper- 
ate climate precludes as high a degree of excel- 
lence as New England has developed.

The Future of the Weather Service. 
Great hopes of a better weather bureau are 
based on the coming transfer of the system to 
the agricultural department. 


Everybody has been noticing, says the Pop- 
ular Scienee Monthly, that more and. more of

years for transferring the weather service from 
the war department to a civil bureau. The 
reasons for such a change, as stated im a 
pamphlet sent to us by Mr. H. H. Clayton, are 
that military regulations hamper the scientific 
work of the bureau, and cause civilians, 
who have joined the service from apti- 
tude for sqience to resign. The abler mili- 
tary men, also, seeing no hope of pro- 
motion in the signal corps, general! refer 
the line. The shtural paola” has ea rthat, 
as general Greely reports, the service is full of 
Incompetents, and the percentage of success- 
ful weather predictions has decreased in the 
last five or six years from eighty-seven to 
seveniy-six percent. During the same time 
the weather service in European countries has 
been. steadily gaining in effi- 
ciency. The objections to the  trans- 
fer aré: First that military control is 
claimed to secure superior promptness, accu- 
racy, and continuity of record, which is met by 
the statement that the European weather ser- 
vices are entirely civilian, and our own de- 
pends for some of its data upon observations 
telegraphed by civilian observers from about 
twenty stations in Canada. Second, it is 
claimed that only military discipline could 
keep men in disagreeable or dangerous places; 
but civilian observers are found te man 
the Canadian meteorological 
Manitoba, and the mountain-peak stations 
in Europe. Third, it had been urged that the 
cost of the weather service would be increased 
by civilian control, but our military weather 
service costs more than the civilian services of 
all the governments of Europe put together. 
The appropriations are now about $900,000 a 
year, and some considerable reduction that 

as been made in the cost during the last few 
years has been due to the employment of civil- 
ian aid. Fourth, it has been urged that the 
military training of the observers would be of 
value in case of war; but if this argument is 
valid, the postal service and all the other gov- 
ernment departments should be put under mili- 
tary control. A fifth objection is that ina civil 
bureau the appointments would be controlled 
by political influence. But with the protec- 
tion of the civil service rules, it is probable 
that the bureau would be at least as free from 
favoriteism as the army is. It has also been 
objected that the government would be break- 
ing its contract with the men of the signal 
corps if they were trausferred to a civil 
bureau. But this difficulty could be met by 
allowing the military men now in the bureau 
to choose whether they would go with the 
weather service or stay with the signal corps. 
The chief signal officer is even better 
aware of the defects of the weather ser- 
vice than any outside critic. But the 
remedy which General Greely proposes is to 
replace the second lieutenants in the weather 
service by officers of higher rank, and that 
future vacancies in the lowest rank of com- 
missioned officers in the service shall be filled 
by transfer from the line of the army. This 
latter provision, by taking away hope of pro- 
motion from the sergeants and privates, would 
deter able men from entering the lower grades, 
and gaining the experience necessary 
for filling the higher positions. More- 
over, the weather service has so ab- 
sorbed the sigttal corps that the major-gen- 


eeral in command of the army is now urging 


the formation of a special signal corps for 
actual army purposes. Both these schemes 
would involve additional expense, but the 
transfer of the weather service to, say, the 
department of agriculture, would secure the 
same ends by leaving the present signal corps 
free for signaling service, and allowing the 
meteorological work to be put in charge of 
scientific men instead of soldiers, while the 
cost of the work would be lessened instead of 
increased.

TAE SPECTATOR. 


A recent sketch of Dr. Thomas Young, by 
Rev. William Henry Milburn, suggests some 
important reflections. Dr. Young, like many 
another great man, was a victim of the review- 
ers. He was the Bacon of his time,and has been 
declared ‘‘the most learned, profound and ya- 
riously accomplished scholar and man of 
science that has appeared in our age, 
perhaps im any age.” Humboldt, 
the man of cosmic’ information, said 
there was no field of human knowledge 
which Dr. Young had not explored, and that 
in all of them his pathway had been marked 
by discoveries. And yet he was for a time 
obscured by the vindictive stupidity of the 
reviewers, who resented his undulatory theory 
of light, because it conflicted with the 
ideas of Sir Isaac Newton whom, though 
long since dead, they had set up as an 
infallible authority on all subjects of which he 
treated. Nosooner had Dr. Young’s ‘‘Memoir 
on Light’? appeared, than it was savagely 
attacked in the Edinburgh Review by Henry 
Brougham, afterwards lord chancellor of Eng- 
land. Thougha tyro in science when com- 
pared with Dr. Young, Brougham was able to 
damn his reputation for a time and to wrest 
from him, by a vindictive attack, that recogni- 
tion which a later generation cheerfully and 
gratefully accords. 


It must be a great man who can live on 
silently, doing the work or a genius in the 
face of a frowning world. It is almosta 
superhuman self-reliance, which can wait on 
the unbiassed verdict of a later generation, 
calmly ignoring the popular scorn meanwhile. 
It is the proud patience on which the gods are 
said to smile; indeed there jis some- 
thing almost God-like in the _ spectacle. 
The infinite pity of it is that men who are 
babes in comparison are able, through popular 
prejudice, to defraud such a hero of his just re- 
ward, and to cheat the generation out of his 


services. 
ee 


There is in this an effect which applies with 
special force to our own times. Most people in 
these days look tothe reviewers for informa- 
tion. -Even our intellectual leaders do so. 
The immense mass of publications makes it 
impossible for any individual to keep up with 
current utterances, and he hasfrecourse largely 
to the reviews. Thisis a day of digests, and 
upon them the people have come largely to 
rely. In this state of affairs, it is of the utmost 
importance that those who review and those 
who make digests should deal honestly with 
writers and readers. The capable reviewer is 
more in demand than he ever was before, and 
his responsibilities are greater. 

Reviewers are human,and probably as much 
given to prejudice as other people of equal 
culture, but in the increase of their number 
the safeguard against their prejudices will be 
found. Where one critic undertakes to damn 
an author, another will defend him, and it has 
often been the case of late years that a little 
preliminary damnation was a good foundation 
for subsequent fame. The public in the end is 
just, and the multiplicity and rivalry among 
reviewers will hasten the truth and make jus- 
tice more prompt.

An important point in this connection is the 
e which ignofance or carelessness is 
likely.to do, and the absolute necessity not 
only for scrupulous care and entire absence of 
prejudice in the reviewer, bnt also for special 
fitness and full preparation for the work he is 
called upon to perform. In these days a great 
deal of information goes out to the people 
through associations growing out of what is 
known as “the Chautauqua idea.” It is 
Bishop Vincent’s idea, and in this the bishop's 
idea represents that of the organization he 
directs—that the grown-up people who have 
not had liberal opportunities for education 
shall have access toa broad range of subjects 
insuch concise form that they may easily 
acquire a good general knowledge of the sub- 

jects considered in the fields to be explored. 

With this view a vast amount of gleaning 
and epitomizing had to be done. Doubtiess it 
has been well done, and conscienciously done, 
but this very system of looking through other 
people’s lenses carries with it much danger <f 
error; forif, at any time, the fountin be- 
the whole stream will be 
affccted.

As was observed before, the number of those 
who undertake to do this,to-wit, the reviewers 
and digest-makers, is becoming continually 
greater, and their services are coming more 
and more to be relied on and 
treated as one of the _  indispensibles 
in the complezr machinery of civili 
zation. Therefore they should not object te 
being put to the proof on everything they say.

Briars 
and thorns are abunant; lazy creeks meander 
through the depths of the jungle, and scome- 
times one sees the deep aftluent of a great 
river. 

Imagine this forest and jungle in all stages 
of decay and growth, old trees falling, leaning 
perilously over, prostrate; ants and insects of 
all kinds, sizes and colors murmuring around; 
monkeys and chimpanzees above, queer noises 
of birds and animals, crashes in the jungle, as 
troops of elephants resh away, dwarfs with 
poisoned arrows securely hidden behind some 
buttress or in some dark recess, strong-bodied 
aborigines with terribly sharp spears, standing 


down on you every other day in the year, and 
impure atmosphere, with its dread conse- 
quences of mortal illness, gloom through the 
day, and darkness almost impalpable through- 
out the night. 

If you can imagine such a forest, you will 
have a fair idea of some of the inconvenience 
endured by us from June to December, 1887, 
and from June, 1888, possibly until December 
of that year, when I hope to say a last fare- 
well to the Congo forest.

Jake Kilrain’s Luck, 
From the New York Star. 

The pleasant fate of Jake Kilrain, the pugi- 
list, brings into publie attention a curious set 
of laws which are in vogye in the south, west 
and southwest, but are entirely forgotten in 
New York. 

In the present case, Kilrain is sentenced to 
two months’ imprisonment. His friend 
“Charley” Rich buys him from the connty 
authorities for the term, and takes him off as 
his property. During. the two months Kilrain 
is as much ef aslave asif he had been a con- 
traband before the war; but he is in good 
hands and well treated. 

This use of criminals is very common in 
many parts of the south. Itis no uncommon 
sight to see a chain-gang in Georgia cleaning 
Ssreets, digging sewers or building railroads. 
Usually they leave the jail in the early morn- 
ing half ironed and accompanied by one or 
more keepers armed to the teeth. ht: work 
until noon, when they are allowed ‘®half hour 
or an hour in which to lunch and rest. Then 
they resume labor and keep on until six o’clock, 
when they are returned to jail. The Keeper 
has almost unlimited authority over them. If 
they shirk or loaf he is privileged to beat them, 
and if they attempt to escape he can shoot 
them the moment they make a break. The 
law is so rigorous in this regard, and the keep- 
ers are usually such good shots, that escapes, 
or even attempts to escape, are exceedingly 
rare. The prices paid for these criminals are 
very low. They have been sold as low as 25 
cents a day, and seldom higher than 75 cents. 
In the case of Kilrain-it is probable that the 
authorities saw the value of their prisoner and 
charged $4 or $5 a day for him. Whatever 
the price cbtained, the pugilist will bring 
more money to the country where he is impris- 
oned than any five ordinary criminals.

The foregoing does not include the scores of 
small tradesmen on the outskirts, which terri- 
tory is fast becoming one continuous stream of 
cottages from the courthouse in the several 
directions to the city limits. Behind. the 
facilities enjoyed by the several branches of 
commerce, as ennmerated, are four flourishing 
banking institutions, viz.: First, National 
bank, Commercial National} bank, Mer- 
chants’ and Farmers’ National bank, and the 
bank of Heath Brothers. These fiduciary con- 
cerns show aggregated assets of over $2,275.000, 
and are ofticered by men well known through- 
out the entire south for Thigh financial ability. 

Of the first named Mr. Miles P. Pegram, is 
the cashier, the possessor of a large private 
fortune, which he usesin the interest of the 
business community im his judicious way. 

Of the next, Captain A.G. Brenizer,is the 
cashier, a gentleman identified with the best 
interests of the city, and par- 
ticularly active in all moral 
and religious movements. 

Mr. J. R. Holland, of the Merchants’ and 
Farmers’ National, has large landed interests 
and is closely identified with the progréssive, 
‘9eal spirit, which is so apparent just now. 

Mr. William H. Twitty, cashier of the pri- 
vate bank of Heath Brothers, is perhaps the 


- youngest official of that character in the south, 


but he is well upin the routine of the busi- 
ness, quick in his essential duties, and has a 
most brilliant future. 

These institutions are very liberal in their 
methods of business, a conservative course 
being only applied when doubt exists about 
ample security. The rate of interest, in the 
monied circles here, is liberal and no com- 
plaints are ever made by merchants or other 
borrowers. 

Another source from which capital is drawn 
is the building association system of loans for the 
erection of houses, etc. Of these, there are 
three flourishing ones now in existence, with 
an aggregated capital of over $500,000. 

The chamber of commerce is an organization 
of merchants and others, for the protection of 
the best interests of the city in guarding against 
unfair discrimination of railroads and other 
common carriers; for the exchange of views on 
‘topics relating to commerce and improvements, 
and for the betterment of the city’s condition 
generally. 

The city is supplied with excellent water- 
works, has well-conducte! street car lines, 
good city sewage and an efficient police force. 

Conspicuous in the growth of Charlotte may 
be noted its cotton mills. From one, eighteen 
months ago, the city now boasts of four, 
namely: Charlottee Cotton Mills, capital and 
accretions, $165,000; Alpha, $100,000; Ada, 
$150,000, and Victor, $150,000. The _ first 
named has recently been enlarged with the in- 
troduction of improved machinery and appur- 
tenauces. 

Another feature of considerable moment is 
her cotton seed oil mills. Two of these now

rived at aconciusion, which will become a 
material fact, that undisturbed wealth lies 
richly in Mecklenburg’s soil, and that he has 
the means for fully verifying his opinion about 
the treatment of ores to produce remunerative 
results. Reduction works wil] be erected, and 
the process will be in full operation before the 
end of the year 1890. 

Colonel William Johnston. 


This gentleman was born in that portion of 
Lincoln county, this state, which was sliced 
off from it and madeinto the present Gaston 
county. From his earliest boyhood to his riper 
years of manhood, and even to this day, he has 
been singled out as a prominent figure, around 
which clustered those who sought counsel and 
advice, either from cases of equity or law, or 
seeking his sound judgment in affairs of busi- 
ness, of politica! economy, and numerous other 
evidences have been given him that his inter- 
course with men and affairs had 
impressed all with the fact that nature had 
not only given him a fine and commauding 
physique, but that the elements of a leader of 
intelligence and courage were alsoin him. In 
social contact no man is the superior of Colonel 
Johnston, in that gentlemanly bearing so char- 
acteristic of the man. A benevolent counte- 
nance, made charming by the snowy hair that 
covers a well developed head; when speaking 
he is free from verbiage, but fluent in the ex- 
pression of ideas. Colonel Johnston is inti- 
mately associated with Charlotte’s growth and 
general prosperity. Beginning with the fifties 
the colonel built the Charlotte 
and Statesville plank road. In 1856 
he was elected president of the Charlotte and 
South Car®lina railroad, which, when he ac- 
cepted the office, he found badly ironed and 
poorly equipped, and it had never enjoyed the 
luxury of a dividend toits stockholders. The 
first year of h’'s administration he broke the 
bad record and paid one and one-half per

centum. It continued a prosperous line and 
when the war broke out the stock was quoted 
at par. In 1859 he undertook the construction 
of the Atlantic, Tennessee and Ohio railroad, 
and in 1861 completed forty-six miles from 
Charlotte to Statesville. In 1862 Colonel 
Johnston was a candidate for governor, but in 
the then unsettled condition of state affairs, 
and the great diversity of opinions among 
‘leaders as to the availibility of certain candi- 
dates, Colonel Johnston refrained'from an act- 
ive canvass, virtually letting the result go by 
default. After the war the colonel began the 
reconstruction of the Charlotte and South Car- 
olina railroad, which, by individual indorse- 
ment, he successfully completed. Then fol- 
lowed the building of the Charlotte, - Columbia 
and Angusta railroad by this wonderful en- 
gineer. In his more recent life, he was for 
tive years the mayor of Charlotte, and it is to 
his administration of municipal affairs that this 
city owes its present healthy financial condi- 
tion, and its modern improvements—macade- 
mizing the streets, electric lighting, street rail- 
ways an system of sewerage. He has never 
flinched from a duty as a man or citizen. He 
is today Charlotte’s largest indiyiual tax 
payer. 

Captain John Wilkes, 


This gentlemanfis a son of that brave and 
well known admiral of the United States navy 
—Charies Wilkes. Not unlike his father in 
the true characteristics of manhood, and hav- 
ing in his earlier days conformed to the strict 
discipline of the naval academy, at Annapol's, 
Md., at which place he was graduated in 1847, 
standing first in a class of 135, he has main- 
tained the excellent habits for system which 
were there inculeated, and his business and 
socia! life are conspicuously marked by them 
to this day. He served his country in the

peace as master of the Albany he, in 1854, re- 
signed and came to North Carolina to manage 
some mining and milling properties.

erate authori 
Greensboro to ville, Va., which was such 
an important link of communication for the 
southern heroes. After the war, Mr. Wilkes 
and others conceived the idea of organizing 
the First National bank of this city, he being 
its first president. In 1868 he resigned that 
office to devote his attention tothe Rock Is- 
land Woolen mills, which were then removed 
to this city. In 1870 he took charge of the 
Mecklenburg Iron works, to which he still 
continues as manager. Itisa worthy monu- 
ment of his energy and ability. Several times 
has he been called upon to represent his ward 
in the board of aldermen, and from his activity 
and wise counsel in that branch he 
has been repeatedly urged to be a 
candidate for the mayoralty. But he has al- 
ways refused the use of his name in that con- 
nection. When Charlotte discusses the feasa- 
bility of movements promising .success, Cap- 
tain Wilkes is always consulted, showing the 
high appreciation of his fellow-citizens. With 
his army of workingmen he is beloved for his 
fairness and the considerate manner in which 
the wage earners interests are always protected 
by him.

Charlotte City Schools.

Some ad- 
vanced educational writer has truly said that a 
system of education is a growth, not a crea- 
tion.

Columbia college, New York, where he - 
uated in 1873. He tanght nearly, three years 
in “The Anthon grammar school,” on Mur- 
ray Hill and Madison avefue, “New York. 
The high testimonial and indorsement given 
him by the head master of this celebrated 
school, caused his election as city superinten- 
dent of schools in his native town, Fayette- 
ville. He was ten years elected to sheceed 
himself, and is everywhere i as the 
father of schools, and pioneer lecturer 
on that subject in this state.

Frederick Oliver. 

About six years ago the name ‘‘Fred Oliver 
Cohoes, New York,’’ was registered at the 
Buiord house, in Charlotte.

which he sold to the American Cotton Oil 
Trust about three years later. Soon after the 
sale of these works Mr Oliver, together with 
Mr. D. A. Tompkins and Mr. Henry C.

The company at once, and in one year, con- 
structed eight of the largest cotton 
seed oil mills in the south, all

cessful operation. Later still Mr. Oliver, to- 
gether with his brothers and Mr. Tompkins, 
and the citizens of the two cities, organized 
the Charlotte Oil and Fertilizer company, of 
this city, and the Gate City Qil company, of 
Atlanta, besides which he gave material assist- 
ance to Mr. D. A. Tompkins in the organiza- 
tion of other cotton oil companies, thus being 
instrumental in the construction of a large 
number of mills in the south in the last year. 
He is without doubt far the most successful 
cotton oil man in the south, and his new oil 
and fertilizer works recently constructed here 
are the most comprehensive in the country. 
The plant comprises a model ginnery, with ca- 
pacity to gin over 100 balesin a day, an oil 
mill of 150 tons daily capacity, a refinery of 
400 barrels daily capacity, suJpharic acid cham- 
bers and fertilizer works to make about 
10,000 tons of fertilizers per year. 

He is a man of remarkable good judgment, 
unbounded energy, enormous physical endur- 
ance and unlimited enterprise and courage. 
His decisions are made quickly and 
uncquivocally, and his actions follow his de- 
cisions in quick succession. He is essential] 
the kind of a northern man for whom there is 
plenty of room and welcome in the south, and 
Charlotte is proud to claim him as a citizen.

pure cotton oil to the grocers throughout the 
country. The entire process of manufacture is 
absolutel clean, both in making 
crude oil aud in refining it; while 
hog lard may be contaminated by 
animal disease, and the process of its. prepara- 
tion in the slanghter houses is said to be re- 
volting to all the five senses. 

The republicans have given the south no 
little trouble by means of sectional legislation, 
but somehow the south always comes 
down on her feet.

But not only is the oil made here in 
all itsforms, but the most important 
of the mills built in the south within 
the last five years have been con- 
structed by or under the direction of 
the A. Tompkins company, 
Charlotte engineers. They have built 
mills in every southern state, and of 
all sizes, from twenty tons daily ca- 
pacity ta three hundred tons capacity. 

In their latest designs they have incor- 

porated into one works cotton ginning, oil mil. 
ling,and fertilizer mixing. By this system, seed 
cotton is taken and the work on it does not 
cease until all the products are separated and 
those that are marketable are in packages 
ready for the market, and those which are 
plant foods are ready to be delivered back to 
the farmer, ready to be put upon the soil. 


United States Assay Office. 


About midway between the Richmond and 
Danville railroad station and Independence 
square, on the busiest street in Charlotte, 
stands a wide, low stone building of archi- 
tecture, which, since its establishment on 
March 34d, 1835, has been known as “the 
mint.’’ As no coining Ws been done here 
since thewar, its proper name is “the 
United States Assay office.” 

The present assayer in charge, Pro- 
fessor Stuart W. Cramer, is much inter 
ested in making a fine collection of minerals 
and ores for the oftice.

At last the graves of the Georgia soldiers 
who fell at Fredericksburg are marked with 
marble head-stones, with name and company 
and regiment, chiseled deep into the rock. 
Mrs. Barney is happy, and so are her noble 
companions—the ladies of the Memorial socie- 
ty. With themit has been a labor of love— 
love that never grows weary. Only afew 
months ago they made their appeal to Geor- 
gia, and right well has Georgia responded. 
Two hundred and three of her patriot boys are 
sleeping there—far away from home and 
kindred—kindred whose loving hands would 
have brought sweet flowers in their season and 
kept the turf green upon their graves, and wa- 
tered them with tears. But loving hearts 
Were there, and those graves have not been 
neglected. Woman can ever be trusted to 
perform the sweetest, tenderest, holiest duties 
that belong to our nature. The poet says, 

‘‘Man’s inhumanity to man 
Makes countless thousands mourn.” 

But woman’s humanity makes as many 
thousands rejoice. Mrs. Barney is a noble 
Virginia woman—one who went through the 
war like a soldier, and was always on duty— 
duty tothe sick and the wgunded and the 
dying—duty in the hospital and out of it—duty 
in the sacrifice she made of personal comfort 
and personal security—duty to Georgians and 
Texans, and all as well as, to Virginians, and 
ever since the war she has continued on duty— 
duty to the dead who sleep nearher home. Not 
asoldier under the sod at Fredericksburg, but 
would say if his spirit could speak to us, ‘she 
is my mother and my sister.’ That blood 
stained soil has always been very dear to me, 
for our Tom Cobb fell there. Tom Cobb -the 
best loved son of Georgia; the pride of all our 
people; the Christian hero; the friend of hu- 
manity; the learned and brilliant and noble 
gentieman. He was in his prime of manhood 
and was my ideal of a noble man. | 

Mrs. Barney writes: “If I could‘only see all 
these dear graves marked with marble head- 
stones, I would die happy. We must hurry and 

et through this work before the veterans are all 

ead, for I fear that the next generation- may 
be too busy to think of them. There are 1,800 
graves here—graves of southern patriots—and 
none are permanently marked, except those 
from Georgia. I feel sure that the other states 
would respond if there was some 
one to move them. Virginia 
done very well. She has sent us 
Texas has sent $142; Maryland, $20; Florida, 
$8; North Carolina, $6; South Carolina; $2; 
Arkansas, $2, and Tennessee $2. I know that 
there is just as much patriotism in the hearts 
of those people as there is in Georgia, and all 
that is wanted is for some good man or woman 
to awaken it. The marble head-stones that 
you sent us are beautiful, the work well done 
and the letteriug perfect. They were es- 
corted from the depot to the cemetery 
by a guard of honor—the Maury Camp of con- 
federate veterans, under command of Captain 
Lee, a brother of Fitz Hugh Leeand a nephew 
of Robert E. Lee. With their own soldeir 
hands they took them from the wagons and 
placed themin the graves. It was a silent, 
impressive ceremony, for 

‘Not a drum was heard, not a funeral note.’ 

The band very kindly offered their services, 
but we thought best to dispense with it. Geor- 
gia’s potriotism shall be known and published, 
and perhaps the other states will soon awake 
and emulate her example.”’ 

Yes, they will—I know they will if the 
Women wi]! take hold of the work.

The city of Macon raised 
one hundred and fifty dollars for the graves at 
Johnston’s island, and just so the cities of 
Nashville and Chattanooga and Memphis and 
sirmingham and Anniston and Montgomery 
and Meridian and Jackson and others, still 
farther west, would gladly do likewise to pre- 
serve the graves of their own soldiers. 
Patriotism demands it, and so. does 
gratitude and state pride and _= south- 
ern pride. Let every town and village 
send five or ten dollars and the good work is 
done. Gettheeditortohelp. Publish a no- 
tice that you are going to call next day on 
everybody for half adollar, and say you are 
obliged to have it and will stay until you get 
it. A man dunned me on the street the other 
day for six dollars, and I told him I would see 
about it, but that I had to go to the barber’s 
shop just then. Well, he said, he was in no 
particular hurry and could wait’ that 
long, and so he _ followed me and 
took a seat and watched until the barber got 
through with me, and, of course, I had to go 
and hunt upthe money to getrid of him. 
That’s the way to do some folks. Send the 
money to Mrs. J. N. Barney—she will find the 
marble and furnish the names of the dead. 
We had so many marble companies in our 
state that we preferred to have Georgia mar- 
ble over Georgia graves, and soI interviewed 
them and found them more than liberal— 
They are all northern men, but they have 
domesticated and affiliated and acclimated 
with us, and they like us and we like them. I 
made a contract with George B. Sickles & 
Co., of Tate, in Pickens county. Mr. Sickles 
fought us for four years just as hard as he 
could, but he won’t do so any more, He gave 
us & beautiful polished marble thirty inches 
long, twelve inches wide and one and a 
half inches thick for one dollar, 
and that is really less than its cost. 
His contribution amounted to over one 
hundred dollars in the discount that was made 
upon the marble and the lettering. 

Now let every good man stop his work a 
minute and say, “‘I will go one dollar on one 
grave, I will sure,’’andif he can’t find any 
woman going around for the money let him 
send a money order ora dollar bill to Mrs. Bar- 
ney. She will get it. The mail won’t be robbed 
—not a cent of it will go to feed 
or fatten anybody. There are no 
saaries to pay. It it all woman’s 
work, and itis free work. Mrs. Barney re- 
ceived a letter from Philadelphia, inclosing 
twenty dollars, and all that was written was: 
‘“‘A boy who foughtin blue sends this to pre- 
serve the graves of the boys who fought in 
gray.’ Wasn’t that niceand kind? I would 
like to nabor with that man. Would to God 
that we were a nation of friends... The 
northern peeple who have come south will re- 
spond willingly to this work. I know 
that they will. Why shouldn’t they? We 
are taxed every day and have been for twenty- 
five years to preserve the graves of their dead 
soldiers, and to pension the survivors and all 
their kindred. The annual pension bill of 
ninety-eight millions has just passed, and not 
a dollar of it will come to our people. We 
fought for our convictions and they fought for 
theirs, and that is all there isin it, or about it. 
We are exactly even in patriotism, and ought 
to be even in everything else, but we are not. 

But they are coming down to live with us and 
are coming fast, and we are harmonizing with 
them. In a few years they will have as 
much to do with the race problem as we will, 
and then Mr. Ingalls, and Mr. Cook, and all 
their sort will have to stand aside. But I 
am concerned for the dead now, the living can 
take care of themselves. BILL ARP,

Okefenookcee a Subject of Interest One Hun- 
dred Years Ago. 

Epi rors ConsTITUTION :—Among those who 
have recently discussed the Okefenookee 
swamp, looking toward its sale by the state to 
the highest bidder, there are perhaps some 
who do not know that the great morass was 
the subject of history as long ago as a hundred 
years, aud the subject of legend at a still 
earlier period. 

Not long since, in a Philadelphia library, I 
came across a crumbling old volume (printed 
just ninety-nine years ago) descriptive of 
travels in the Carolinas, Georgia and Florida, 
in which the swamp is mentioned in a way 
highly interesting to the lover of traditionary 
lore. The author of this quaint old book was 
William Bartram, whose name is well-known 
as that of the first learned botanist of this coun- 
try. In his preface he specks of himself as, 
‘son of John Bartram, botanist to the king of 
Great Britain and fellow of the royal society.” 

But to the point. Bartram refers in this 
volume to the Okefenokee as a vast ‘‘drowned 
swamp,” a ‘‘mother of rivers,’’ called by the 
Indians “Ouaquaphenogan.”’ There can be 
no question whatever as to the identity of this 
Ouaquaphenogan with the Okefenokee, for the 
author mentions the St. Mary’s river (by 
name), as rising in it and flowing thence to the 
ocean, besidés making other statements which 
place the matter beyond doubt; and it is clear 
enough that his Ouaquaphenogan, the Ecun- 
finoeau of White’s “Statistics of Georgia’’ 
{published forty or fifty years later) and the 
present Okefinokee—‘‘quivering earth’’—are 
but varying transcriptions of the same Indian 
name. 

In the ‘‘Travels’’ Bartram mentions two 
stories as current among the Indians, relating 
to the great morass. One was that the swamp 
had been the refuge of a 
of the ancient Yamases, who fled thither 
before the invading and conquering Creeks, 
which may safely be regarded as history, for a 
number of large Indian mounds seen by Mr. 
C. R. Pendieton on the little Cowhouse ({is- 
land) would seem to place the question of some 
such early occupancy of the swamp beyond 
doubt. The other story, which more properly 
belongs to the domain of pure leavnd, was to 
the effect that the remote interior of the Oke- 
finokee was one of the most blissful spots of 
the whole earth, inhabited by a peculiar race 
of Indians whose women were incomparably 
beautiful. This place had been seen by 
hunters from their tribe, who, lost in the inter- 
minable bays and jungles, would have perished 
had not a eras of beautiful women sud- 
denly presented themselves and accomplished 
their rescue. These mysterious creatures, called 
by the Creek hunters ‘‘daughters of the sun,’’ 
provided oranges, dates, and corn-cakes for the 
sufferers, afterwards urging them to fly for 
safety to their own country, because their 
hnsbands were mighty. warriors, fierce and 
cruel to strangers. The Creek adventurers 
also reported that they had got a glimse of the 
settlements of these people situated on an ele- 
vated island, but all their efforts to approach 
were fruitless. Involved in constant laby- 
rinths, they struggled forward only to see the 
beautiful spot ng “a , reappearing, and, 
as it were, flying from before them. After 
heagng these reports the young warriors of 
the Creek nation were inflamed with thie long- 
on, but 
they never yet had succeeded in so d 

It may be of interest to add that this Wm. 
Bartham, who visited and wrote of the south- 
ern states so long ago, was a famous collector 
of exotics as well as a learned botanist and 
traveler. An old stone mansion formerly 
owned and occupied by him may still 
be seen on the Schuylkill river, a few 
miles from leew ge geen The grouzids include 
several acres and still contain many rare trees, 
brought from widely distant parts of the world.

SOMETHING ABOUT. A DISTIN- 
GUISHED GEORGIAN 


—_—2- 


Who Has Proven Himself to Be One ofdhe 
Greatest Scholars, Thinkers and Ora- 
tors of the Avce—Incidents. 


Few men in Georgia are so widely known or 
10 generally admired as the distinguished sub- 
ject of this biographical sketch. His days are 
now in the sere and ye!low leaf verging on the 
four score years of the Hebrew psalmuist, and 
yet he seems in the main to be hale and hearty 
with a buoyancy ef spirits and a capacity 
whether for labor or endurance that not 
many men retain who have barely passed the 
sixtieth milestone in the journey of-life. 

Dr. Miller is a native of South Carolina and 
was born near the present town of Wahallg in 
April, 1514. 

His ancestors in the paternal line were 
staunch whigs of the revolutionary period, one 
of his grand uncles having fallen in the battle 
of the Cowpens, 

Andrew Miller, his father, commanded a 
company in the second British war, being at-

tached to the regiment of Colonel Homer Vir- 
gil Milton,a gallant officer. from whom our 
subject derives his unwieldly prenomen. 
Andrew Miller was a man of fair education, 
but a farmer by taste and practice. He re- 
moved from South Carolina to Tennessee val- 
ley, in Rabun county, Georgia, when his dis- 
tinguished son was only five years old. In 
that sequestered region far away from the cen- 
ters of commerce and advanced civilization, 
young Miller grew up to manhood. The 
schoo! advantages of this rural section were 
exceedingly limited, but the future ofator 
and medical scientist was blessed with a 
mother (nee Miss Cheri)of Huguenotic descent, 
and besides a woman of liberal culture. This 
mother, who was a Virg nian by birth, devoted 
much of her time to the education of her son, 
and to her he was indebted for a thorough 
raining in the rudiments of the English lan- 
guage. In the absence of public school facili- 
ties, his father employed a Mr. McMullen, a 
graduate of the University of Dublin, to take 
charge of the higher education of his two boys, 
of whom Homer was the yeunger. He was, as 
might well be supposed, a bright lad, who 
made rapid strides in his studies, and at an 
early age had mastered the usual academic 
course in Greek, Latinand mathematics. Like 
a majority, however, of really great men, he 
Was in a large measure  self-educated. 
Having access to his father’s well-selected 
library he devoured with avidity very many of 
the English classics and acquired thereby a 
style of writing and speaking which in after 
life has been characterized by force and ele- 
gance. Shakspeare and the English Bible 
were especial favorites and from the worlds

When Dr. Miller wasa 
boy a party of United States ofticers sojourned 
for a time at his father’s house. 

“his party consisted of Captain Bache, after- 
wards connected with the coast survey, Lieu- 
tenant Pieasanton, distinguished during the 
late civil war, as a cavalry commander, and 
Lieutenant Wragg, a grandson of Benjamin 
Franklin. 

These oflicers were sent out by the federal 
government to survey a canal route to unite 
the waters of the Tennessee and the Savannah. 
Like the Cumberland mountain road and 
other similar enterprises, it was designed to 
establish better secial and commercial rela- 
tions between the Atlantic slope and the 
trans-Alleghany department. There  ex- 
isted then, partly because of the 
political «intrigues of Aaron Burr and 
General Wilkinson, a lively and 
perhaps reasonable apprehension that these 
two. great divisions of the national 
territory would drift apart to such 
a degree that in some unlooked for 
political convulsion there might be territorial 
dismemberment. That indeedin the early 
years of the present century was a sectional 
issue scarcely less patent and alarming than 
that other issue which afterward disrupted the 
federal union. 

Nothing practical ever came of this proposed 
survey, but the same object has since been 
sought to be accomplished by the construc- 
tion of the Rabun Gap railroad. 

During the stay of these army officers at the 
elder Millers’ house they were struck 
by the brilliancy of his younger son 
and plied the father with earnest entreaties 
that when of a suitable age he would send his 
son to West Point for a military training. 
The suggestion was not unpleasant to either 
father or son, and for some months was a 
topic of fireside discussion with the family. 
But the lad, not a great while thereafter, was 
thrown from his horse, sustaining a severe 
fracture of the thigh, disabling him for 
a military career. Henceforth the thought of 
West Point was dismissed and young Miller 
turned his aims and aspirations towards the 
medical profession. In carrying out this pur- 

s0se he entered the oftice of Dr. Thomas 

amilton, a resident of Troup county, 
and fifty years ago one of the most eminent 
physicians of Georgia. In 1835 after the 
usual attendance on lectures he graduated at 
the medical college of Charleston, 8. C. He 
was a first honor man and also won a prize for 
the best English thesis. His subject was 
Chylosis, and he defeated not less than seven 
contestants. At thecommencement exertises, 
the young doctor was booked for a reply to the 
presentation speech of Professor Moultrie, who 
awarded the prize on behalf of the college 
faculty. In this, his first appearence as a plat- 
form speaker, he brought down the house by 
his wit and eloquence. After graduation, he 
located at Cassville, Ga., a thriving 
up-country town, and subsequently married 

iss Harriet Clark, a niece of Hon. John W. 
‘Hooper, the judge of the Cherokee circuit. 
This wife of his youth still survives to brighten 
land bless the evening of his useful life. 

In order, however, to finish his professional 
education, Dr. Miller spent two years (1837 
and 1838) in Europe, chiefly in Paris. Here

Ga 

very soon seeured a large and lucrative 
practice. Such, indeed, was his professional 
reputation that in 1847, when but thirty-three 
ears of age, he was elected to the chair of

Here he served with success for 
three years, when he met with the saddest 
bereavement of his life—the death of his 
daughter, little Floy, a sweet promising child 
of ten years of age. This domestic sorrow led 
to the resignation of his professorship at Mem- 
phis.

in the medical college of Georgia, at Augusta. 
This connection was continued sixteen 
years, until his removal from Rome 
to Atlanta in 1867. Since coming to 
Atlanta he has been a professor in the Atlanta 
Medical college, and much of the time an ed- 
itor of the Atlanta Medical Journal. As a 
lecturer on almost any branch of medicine or 
surgery it may be questioned ifhe has a supe- 
rior on the American continent. He has con- 
tributed at wide intervals to the press, med- 
ical and political, but his writings have been 
mainly of a fugitive sort, whether the result o 
modesty or mental incdolence, as some have 
surmised, we shall not undertake to decide. 
This writer, who has known him for nearly 
a half century, has more than once 
gently chided him for the failure to discharge 
a duty which a great English jurist declared 
that every man owed to his profession. To 
this soft impeachment he has alinost wniform- 
ly replied: “‘I never wrote but one book of 
about 200 manuscript pages, and a pet do 
seized it and dragged it through the mud unti 
it wastiiogols, and that was the beginning 
and end of my authorship.”’ There is another 
aspect of Dr. Miller’s life-work, which is by 
no neans less interesting than that which we 
have just considered. 
A Memorable Campaign. 

From the outset of his public career, even 
if not at an earlier period, he had a decided 
taste for politics. Andrew Miller, his father, 
while a thrifty planter, was likewise a poli- 
tician. He was at least of sufficient . promi- 
nence to be placed on the whig electoral ticket 
in the Harrison campaign of 1340, as one of the 
electors for the state at large. It was not 
strange that his son should have a bias in the 
same direction. As early as 1844, Dr. Miller, 
then thirty years of age, received the whig 
nomination for congress in the old fifth dis- 
trict.. He was selected because of his ability 
to lead a forlorn hope, the fifth being the 
Gibraltar of the democracy. Hon. John H. 
Lumpkin, his opponent, was a gentleman of 
unblemished private character, of fair scholar- 
ship and a political tactician of no mean 
ability. 

At the same time, like George Washington 
and other worthies, he was troubled with ‘‘an 
inadequacy of speech’’ that rendered him ut- 
térly helpless on the hustings, when confronted 
by such an antagonist as Miller. 

A great many very laughable things are still 
told by the older residents of the district, of 
that memorable campaign. Miller was 
thoroughly equipped for the fray. His re- 
sources, Whether of sober history or sparkling 
anecdote; whether of overwhelming argument 
or thrilling appeal, were seemingly inexhausti- 
ble. He kept country and town, from the 
‘Tennessee line to the Chattahoochee river, 
in a roar of laughter at the 
expense of his opponent. On 
other occasions he made his mountain au- 
diences stare with wonder and shout them- 
selves hoarse with thunderous applause as he 
achieved those sun-ward flights of oratory that 
were not unworthy of Sergeant S. Prentiss in 
his palmiest days. Hitherto Miller’s fameas 
an orator had been provincial—confined to 
village debating societies or county conven- 
tions, but when he stepped on a broader arena 
it soon became state-wide and in some degree 
national inits extent. Very naturally coim- 
parisons were instituted between Miller and 
his whig contemporaries, *Toombs and 
Stephens, and such comparisons were 
rarely to his disadvantage. Havy- 
ing Jad some knowledge of all of them, I am 
free to say that whilst in tone and gesture, 
and majestic stature, Toombs was grandly pre- 
eminent, and whilst Stephens was unequaled 
in incisiveness of speech and forcefulness of 
of appeal, yet itis noinjustice to the dead 
tribune or the dead commoner to say that the 
oratory of Miller’s, when at his best, was more 
magnetic than that of either, or both of them. 
Perhaps it was Sir James McIntosh who said 
of Charles James Fox, that he was more De- 
mosthenian than any orator since Demosthe- 
nes. In his prime Miller belonged to the 
school of Fox as a popular orator. It 
is a significant fact that the dem- 
ocratic party adjudged it necessary to 
reinforce their greatly badgered and closely 
beleagured candidate in their strongest demo- 
cratic district. 

Among the yble debaters sent to the rescue 
was Walter T. Colquitt, who crossed swords 
with Miller on divers occasions. At such 
times it was a battle of giants. Colquitt, we 
believe, was the first to christen his opponent 
‘the Demosthene of the mountains.’”’ In re- 


ply to Colquitt’s story of the “Texas Filly,’ 


which always produced yells of laughter, 
Miller charged that both Lumpkin and Col- 
quitt deserved a vote of censure for neglecting 
to introduce a bill for the admission of Texas 
into the union in the usual way. He alleged 
that the proposed plan of admitting Texas 
by treaty was clearly unconsti- 
tutional. This scheme for the annexation of 
Texas, first suggested by Miller, was the plan 
ultimately adopted by the Polk administra- 
tion. 

Of course, the contest between Lumpkin and 
Miller could have but one issue, The former 
entered the fight, backed by a party 
majority of nearly four thousand—but that 
majority was greatly reduced at the next 
October election. It is: barely probable that 
but forthe annexation plank in the demo- 
cratic platform, even that reduced majority 
might have been wiped out, and political 
gravitation turned the other way in. that 
ancient democratic stronghold. 

At any rate, Miller was ovetwhelmed with 
congratulations, and crowned with laurels. 

Henceforth, he was a principal figure in all 
the state campaings. He canvassed actively 
for Gordon in his contest with Bullock and we 
have reason to know that our present noble 
governor highly appreciated his able and val- 
lant services. 

In 1868 Dr. Miller,along with Flynn, Angier 
and Dunning, was elected from Fulton 
to the constitutional convention of that 
year. In that body, ably assisted- by 
Trammell, Waddell and many others, 
he rendered invaluable service to the 
commonwealth This he did chiefly by keep- 
ing under restraint the sansculottic elements, 
as well as the aggressive doctrinaires who 
were for the time-being in the ascendancy. 
The result was that the constitution 
then framed and subsequently adopted re- 
quired very little correction or amendment in 
1877. The same year (1868) there were two 
senatorial vacancies at Washington that 
needed to be filled by the legislature. Miller, 
without the usuai button-holing and lobbying 
of the demagogue, was nominated by the dem- 
ocratic minority of the legislature for the short 
term. E. F. Blodgett was nominated by the 
opposition. At the same ttme ex-Governor 
Brown was nominated by the ge ia for 
the long term. Hon. Joshua Hill became an 
independent candidate for the same position. 
Miller was elected on the second ballot 
by a handsome majority, receiving the 
democratic strength, a considerable portion of 
the conservative republicans, and a single 
vote from the colored contingent. 

Brown was defeated by a very small major- 
ity, and Miller and Hill were granted the 
executive credentials. 

Meanwhile, congress adjourned, and no 
opportunity was afforded the newly-elected 
senators to present their Credentials until the 
following December. 

During this interval the Georgia legislature 
expelled the colored brother, and this quite 
naturally raised a howl of indignation 
throughout the north. As a consequence, the 
credentials of both Miller and Hill were lodged 
for a long timein the committee room. 

new reconstruction scheme was in- 
augurated. A. L. Harris, a fresh im- 
portation from -QOhip was designated to 
re-organtze the legislative department of the 
government. He proceeded to reinstate the 
negroes, and at the same time to re- 
move obnoxious democrats. After this 
the legislature’ elected another pair 
of senators, H.. P. Farrow and Rich- 
ard H. Whitely. In the end, however, 
Miller and Hill were admitted, the latter, who 
was a thorough republican,after afew months’ 
delay, the former an avowed democrat only 
seven days before the expiration of the term 
for which he had been chosen. When 
sworn in Miller was the only southern 
democrat in that august body. During his 
protracted stay in Ligsenes Je Dr. Miller had 
secured the personal friendship of the leading 
republican senators, and as no partisah pur- 
pose could be subserved by his longer exclu- 
sion, the om 6 | voted to seat him at the 
eleventh hour. é made not a single speech 
during his brief senatorial term, but 
it was arranged by the democratic 
minority that, in a certain contingency, he 
should speak on some pending measure. Un- 
luckily for the country at large, that contin- 
gency neverarose, From that date Pr. Miller’s 
eager pe oe with — or national poli- 
ics came to a close, except that he occasi 
addressed the people devia the Pcie ts cao 
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spoke to a packed house in Atlanta, and the 
memory of that remarkable oration yet lingers. 
An eminent jurist has recently said that it was 
the grandest speech to which he ever listened. 
In the same campaign he made a wonderful 
speech in Raleigh, N. C., which Governor 
Graham pronounced the abiest ever made in 
that city. In Columbus, Ga., and Knoxville, 
Tenn., he likewise made phenomenal speeches. 

Having briefly commented on the leading 
events of his long and somewhat chequered 
life it is in order to attempt some general 
estimate, of his character and capacity. This 
estimate must needs be brief, as we do not pur- 
pose to transcend our prescribed limits. 

Aside from his native endowments, which 
are confessedly of a high order, Dr. Miller is 
noted for his multifarious learning. His in- 
formation on almost every subject is not only 
very large, as to the amount of it, but itis 
thoroughly accurate.. He has read more ex- 
tensively than almost any Georgian of his gen- 
eration, and he retains everything that he 
reads. He is unquestionably more familiar 
with ancient and modern history, 
than any man,. young or old, that we 
have chanced to meet in the course of a long 
lifetime. This is not said for a present pur- 
pose. On the contrary. Years ago, in a con- 
tribution to a leading daily paper, we stated 
that he might be properly styled the ‘‘admira- 
ble Crichton”’ of his time. 

Dr. Miller and Mr. Grady. 

The late Mr. Grady held a similar opinion in 
regard to the vastness’ and variety of his at- 
tainments. Inevery emergency he sought his 
advice, and every great speech of his life was 
subinitted to his criticism. There was some- 
thing touching in the close and confidential 
relationship of these two greatmen. They 
had some gifts alike and Mr. Grady did not 
more reverence his venerable friend than did 
Dr. Miller admire Grady’s brilliancy and 
thorough originality. Hehas been known to 
say that Mr. Grady, was developing more rap- 
idly at the time of his death than during any 
former period of his life. 

It is proper to add that Dr. Miller deserves a 
high rank as a conversationalist. His perfect 
selt-poise, even in the presence of Such men as 
Macaulay, Thackeray, Calhoun, Clay and 
tesser lights, and his absolute and ready com- 
mand of his intellectual resources fitted him 
to shine in any circle. 

The beauty of his private life is next in im- 
portance to his strong religious convictions. 
He has little sympathy with a progressive the- 
ology, but warmly affects a simple, old- 
fashioned gospel, such as he_ heard 
in other days from thé lips of Glenn, 
Payne, Parks and the Pierces. Some 
years ago he retired from his official position 
asalay preacherin the Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh, south. This step was taken 
against the protest of very many friend§, 
but he was moved thereto by is 
strong sense of duty. Hehasnever wavered 
in his attachment to the church itseif 
and is still a consistent and liberal member of 
the Trinity congregation of this city. 

As may be learned from a previous state- 
ment in this sketch, he is now  seventy- 
six years of age, but still occu- 

ies responsible positions as medical 
ecturer, practicing physician, and trustee of 
thirty years, standing ef the University of 
Georgia. It may not be said of him, as is said 
by inspiration of Moses at a riper age, that 
his eyes are not dimmed nor his natural 
force abated, but thousands throughout 
Georgia and the whole south will in regard to 
him join in the pious wish of the Latin 
poet—

But a retrospective glance. 

Seven years ago, in 18835, there was a great 
celebration in Savannah, a celebration of the 
forest city’s cesqui-centennial. 

Alexander H. Stephens was thon governor 
of the state, and, with his staff, attended the 
festivities. One of his staff describes the 
scene of the assemb!ed soldiers at the reception 
of Governor Stephens at the depot as surpass- 
ingly beautiful and inspiriting. The gov- 
ernor’s train reached Savannah in the early 
morning--one of those clear, sunlit mornings, 
that is beyond the power of pen description. 

In the front rank, behind the reception 
committee of citizens, with helmets and sabres 
glistening and clanking in the sun rays, the 
Georgia Hussars were drawn up in line 
seventy-five strong. The men sat their 
prancing steeds as gracefully and firmly as 
the warriors of old, and altogether it was 
@ scene so dazzling as to stir the spirits 
of men far less military than those whom the 
troopers were drawn - to receive. 

Captain John Milledge was one of Governor 
Stephens’s staff, and when his eye caught the 
sheen from the Huzzar helmets and his ear 
the musical clank of sabre and scabbard,” he 
was carried back to the days of ’60. So en- 
thused was he that then and there he expressed 
a determination to rest not until Atlanta, too, 
sheuld have a cavalry troop. 

On the return of Governor Stephens and his 
staff to Atlanta, Captain Milledge went to 
work, heart and soul, to carry out his resolve 
of forming a cavalry company. He secured 
the names of fifty gentlemen, to whom invita- 
tions were sent, and a meeting was held in the 
Knights of Honor hall. Forty of the fifty 
gentlemen signed the cal! at the first meeting, 
and from that very hour the Governor’s Horse 
Guard has known nothing but to be a bril- 
liant success. 

Captain Milledge was, of course, elected to 
the command, holding it continuously until a 
few months ago, when he resigned to be 
elected colonel of the first battalion of 
Tavalry. 

Now for the company, as it has been and as

are quiet, unostentatious gentlemen, for the 
most part well known and substantial business 
and professional men. But they are whole- 
souled troopers, courteous and gallant. 

On several occasions the company has visited 
other cities and other states. Whenever this 
has been so, they have been received witha 
welcome hospitality, equal only to that which 
they are famous for extending to their fellow- 

'goldiers who have come within our gates. 

{ Hospitality and comradeship are as natural 
to a Horse Guard as his saddle and spurs, and 
as becoming as his courtesy and gallantry. 

In the fall of 1883, when but a few months 
organized, the company attended, by special 
invitation, the state fair at Richmond, Va., 
and next went as honorary escort to Governor 
Henry D. McDaniel to the International Cot- 
ton exposition at New Orleans, carrying their 
own horses with them on each occasion.

Who has forgot the ‘“‘May festival’ of the 
Horse Guard little more than a year ago. 
It was one of the events of the day, and will 
long be remembered by guests from Pensyl- 
vania to Texas. 

Fifteen hundred dollars in prizes were given 
by the company, which at that time did not 
have a tilting team to enter the contest, one 
being made up from the ranks for the occasion, 
with no hope at all of success. 

The prizes were offered simply to encourage 
interest in the cavalry branch of the service. 
So ardently did the company devote itself to 
the tournament that troopers from all over the 
country were here to oro seme among them 
the City Guards, of Philadelphia, which, on 
returning back home, gave a glowing account 
of the hospitality they received at the hands 


- of the Atlanta soldiery. 


Out of ten contesting teams, the Horse 
Guard won fourth place. [Their success 
moved them toa greater effort, and when in 
i888 the company attended the Augusta 
exposition, it carried off second 
prize in the tilt there. At the last 
Piedmont exposition the company’s 
team won first prize over the best tilters in the 
state, and also first prize in Macon three years 
ago, when the company issued a challenge to 
any troop in the state. 

When President Cleveland was here in ’87, 
at the exposition, the Horse Guard acted as 
his special escort, being in the saddle three 
days in succession, during what will easily be 
remembered as weather that could hardly be 
exceeded in its disagreeableness. 

In writing of the Horse Guard, its lady 
honorary members should not be left out. It 
isaunique and charming feature. The company 
has a large number of lady honorary members, 
mostly w.ves and daughters of the troopers. 
The ladies wear a regulation uniform adopted 
by the company, and at each encampment 
they are present in force. 

One of the notable occasions in the history 
of the company was the military hop and ban- 
quet tendered to their lady friends just after 
the return from the Augusta exposition. It 
was one of the most elegant affairs of the 
kind ever given in Georgia, and is still re- 
called with pleasure by the many who took 
partin it.

Captain John A. Miller, whose picture 
heads the list, is as used to sabre and saddle as 
any man who ever drew a rein. 

Heisa Kentuckian, and when the war 
broke out, at the age of fifteeen he took his 
place in the ranks of the famous Morgan cav- 
alry. He followed bravely that gallant 
leader and was one of the detachment detailed 
to guard the confederate treasury. 

Captain. Miller handed up his sabre at 
Washington, Ga., when the surrender was 
made, and going back home celebrated his 
eighteenth birthday beneath his parental 
roof after three years of campfire and bivouac. 

Atlanta saw captain Miller for the first time 
on the 21st of July, 1864. Then he was one of 
the Ninth Kentucky Cavalry, which came up 
on that day,and wasin the thickest of the 
famous battle of the 22d the next day. 

In time of war there never was a braver 
trooper than Captain Miller, and in time of 
peace there could benone more gallant. 

When the first meeting of the Horse Guard 
was held in 1883, Captain Miller signed his 
name tothe roll. He has been a constant 
and enthusiastic member ever since. 

For feur years he was second lieutenant, 
rising from quartermaster sargeant, and junior 
second. All of which ranks he filled with 
credit to himself and profit to his compauy. 

On Captain Milledge’s resignation last sum- 
mer, Captain Miller was unanimously elected 
his successor by a rising vote. For some time 
previous to this he had been a private inthe 
ranks, having resigned his commission as first 
lieutenant about two years ago.

BERLIN, March 29.—[{Coppyright, 1890, by 
New York Associated Press.]—Prince Bis- 
jnarck left Berlin for Friedricksruhe, his 

ountry seat, today. Yesterday he visited the 
Spatial mausoleum at Charlottenburg, in 
which the remains of Emperor William I. are } 
jnterred, and placed a wreath upon. the coffin 
pf his old nraster. 
Berlin today, he paid. farewell vigits to the 
royal princes. Later in the day, thousands 
pf persons gathered in Wilhelmstrasse and 
long the route to the railway station to wit- | 
ess the final scene in the Bismarck drama. ' 

Wearing the uniform of cuirassiers, Prince 
Bismarck left the palace of the chancellor at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon and enterred an open 
rarriage that stood in waiting. As soon as

~“%erchiefs. The crowd was so’dénse that the 
ex-chancellor’s horses were compeled 'to walk 
the entire distance from the palace to'the sta- 
tion. There wasa continuous roar of cheering. 

Following the prince’s carriage came an- 
other carriage, occupied by Princess Bismarck 
and other members of the family. <A third 
carriage was filled with members of the Amer- 

can legation. A ‘number of other carriages, 
filied with friends and admirers of the prince, 

. closed the procession. When the party ar- 
rived at the station a squadron of cuirassiers, 
with a band, formed a guard of honor. 

AT THE STATION. 

All the ministers, “diplomatic corps, and 
court thd state officials were waiting to bid 
farewell to the prince, and there wasa great 
mass of people outside the station. Mountains 
of bonquets for the prince and princess were 
piled in the waiting rooms, which were gaily 
decorated in honor of the occasion. Prince 
Bismarck, in a hearty voice, bid all farewell. 
Mr. Phelps, American minister, and Chan- 
cellor Von Caprivi being among the last to 
shake hands withhim. Many tears were shed, 
and it was altogether an affecting scene. 

At5:40 the train started, amid renewed 
cheering, singing and strains of the band. 

BISMARCK AND MINISTER PHELPS. 

In connection with the regard evinced by 
Prince Bismarck for Mr. Phelps, itis worthy 
of note that on Tuesday last, he denied him- 
self to all others, and received the minister at 
a private audience. They spent a large part 
of the afternoon in discussion, the object of 
which has excited curiosity here. Rumor 
says that the prince made a careful statement 
of recent events, with a view to the future. 

The real history of the chancellorship crisis 
is still wrapped in mystery, which the emperor 
shows no intention to unveil. The intervens 
tion of the grand duke of Baden, and other in- 
fiuential personages, has, to a large extent, 
stopped newspaper polemics on the subject. 

The North German Gazette, Bismarck’s or-

senders collectively to accept his thanks. 

THE NEW SECRETARY. 

The appointment of Baron Marschall Bieber- 
@tein as foreign secretary of state, has not yet 
been gazetted, but the appointmentis regarded 
as definite. He was born in 1842. He isa 

. hard worker. The baron was formerly public 
prosecutor and has never been in the military 
service, though he has had a long career in 
the reichstag. He isa good debator, and has 
represented Baden in the bundesrath, since 
1883. He isan affable man anda popular fa- 
vorite at court. He hasa strong tednency to- 
wards state socialism. 

The Cologne Gazette says that he is inti- 
mately acquainted with Bismarck and his 
policy. His appointment, the paper says, is a 
guarantee of continued peace. He will make 
no change in the diplomatic service. 

It is stated that the emperor accepted Count 
Herbert Bismarck’s resignation with the 
greatest reluctance, because Prince Bismarck 
trained nobédy but his son thoroughly in hi 
policy and ideas. This reason, in many quar- 
ters, is held to justify the emperor’s action as 
an anticipation of the fast approaching inr-+ 
evitable retirement or death of Prince Bis- 
marck, and the necessary release of the min- 
isters from Bismarckism bondage and the 
jealousy of Count Herbert. 

THE LABOR CONFERENCE. 


The final sitting of the labor conference 
was held today. Minister Von Berlepsch 
made a long address, He said he believed the 
delegates had arrived at decisions which 
would form the basis and develop the need of 
protecting and securing the material and 
moral welfare of the working men, and that 
they had found a common standpoint for the 
solution of the social question by individual 
government according tothe exceptional cit- 
cumstances. He reminded the delegates that 
the well being of the working men depended 
largely upon the government’s safeguarding 
the existence 4nd prosperity of industry. 

In conclusion the minister conveyed to the 
' delegates the emperor’s warmest thanks for 
their wise and searching labors and his desire 
that God’s blessing would help the seed that 
their works might bear fruit a hundred thou- 
sand fold. The address was greeted with loud 
applause. 

Sir John Gorst thanked the emperor for 
summoning the conference, the issue of which 
had been extraordinarily gratifying. He hoped 
this wouid not be their last meeting. When 
@ million of children were rescued from misery, 
and millions of women. were restored to do- 
mestic life they would remember with thank- 
fulness that this great good was imitated by 
the emperor. 

WHAT THE CONFERENCE DID. 

After other delegates had thanked Baron 
von Berlepsch, the conference was formerly 
closed. The decisions of the conference, 
which will soon be published, in addition to 
those already antounced by cable, recommend 
the optional establishment of courts of a. bitra- 
tion, consisting of representatives of. the em- 
ployers and employed, to's ettle labor 
disputes, and a. general observance 
of Sunday as a holiday in _ ail 
trades. But where continuous work is un- 
avoidable, it is recomméndéd- that each em- 
ploye have at least each alternate Sunday free. 

arious delegates made minor reservations; 
for instance, the Freneh delegates did: not in- 
sist thai the day of rest should: be Sunday; 
but 'vone of thése reservations affects, to any 
considerable extent, the décisions of the con- 
ference. M. Delahaye, on behalf of the 
French socialists, nee sf in a statement of 
his own yiews on the labor question, request- 
ing that it might be added to the protocols.

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OFFERS OF AID SENT IN FROM 
OTHER CITIES. 
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LOUISVILLE POLITELY. DECLINES. 


Saying the City Is Able to Provide for the 
Destitute—The Sterm News from 
All Points of the Country. 


Lovisvitte, Ky., March 29.—It is now 
pretty near a.certainty that the entire loss of 
life from the tornado in this city will not go 
much above one hundred; if that number is 
reached. Up to this writing, the total number 
of killed at all places, whose bodies have been 
recovered, and of the missing who it is reason- 
ably.certain are dead, is eighty. In addition 
to these there are about a dozen who are 50 
badly, injured that death may ensue. Any- 
where from 150 to 200 persons are injured to an 
extent worth noticing; and’ probably 500 ‘to 
1,000-have very’slight bruises or's¢ratches that 
do not inconvenience them. 

RAN INTO. TREE. 

A Louisville and~Nastiville train to Nash- 
ville ran into a tree near Sebree, Ky., Thurs- 
day night and was completely wrecked. Peter 
Burns, engineer, one of the oldest on the road, 
and W. W. Powell, brakeman; were killed. 

A TOWN NEARLY DESTROYED. 

James Norfleet, a director of the Grand 
Rapids company, brings details of the havoc 
played there by the storm. The city is located 
about eighteen miles south of Paducah and 
midway between the Cumberland and Tennes- 
sce rivers. It is a small place, the head- 
quarters of a company organized to develop 
the iron industry. The principal office 
was completely destroyed, the hotel 
partially so, and eight other houses 
blown down and completely destroyed. Rich- 
ard Beck, Abe Murray, and a little boy were 
killed, and seventeen others seriously injured. 
There was to have been a land sale there April 
2d, at whieh a large attendance was expected 
from all parts of the country. A large party 
of eastern capitalists expected to leave Boston 
tomorrow to be present. 

A new iron bridge just constructed over the 
Cumberland river by the Newport News and 
Mississippi Valley road, was wrenched from 
the piersand thrown into the river. The 
track of the storm was also through Eddyville, 
where it struck a negro settlement, and killed 
two persons and wounded nineteen others. 

THE MASONS’ REPORT. 

The Masonic committee wired the following 
to Leander Burdick, grand master at Toledo, 
Ohio: 

From what we can gather there are about 400 
houses destroyed. Three hundred persons are in- 
jured, but still alive, of whom twenty per cent 
will probably die from theinjuries. One hundred 
and twenty-five are now dead. ‘The citizens seem 
desirous of caring for their dead and injured. 
One lodge room was destroyed, but no lives were 
lost. As far as known ony one Mason was in- 
jured, and he not dangerously. 

At Eminence, Ky., two men and one child 
were killed and several persons injured. 

In Paducah the storm was light. 

The streets in the district worst damaged are 
still picketed, but except between Fourteen 
and Twenty-sixth on Market street, the street 
cars now run freely and wagons and all but 
sightseers are allowed to pass. Hundreds of 
men are busy in trying to save stocks of goods 
and private property. The excellent work 
done by the board af trade committee in can- 
vassing and learning the names of actual resi- 
dents and sufferers in the storm-stricken 
section renders imposition for the purposes of 
robbery next to impossible, and the people are 
allowed to go freely to their ruined homes 
with friends and employes and rescue what 
they can. Many of these employed at work in 
the wreckage are paid by the board of trade 
committee, and whenever help is deserved, it 
isgiven. At Falls City hall, about fifty men, 
under the direction of Chief of Police Tavior, 
are still at work. 

In all, sixty-seven bodies have been taken 
out. Citizens are coming up bravely with 
subscriptions, and all needs are being promptly 
met for the present. The total insurance, it 
is believed, will not exceed $125,000, and of 
this $100,000 is life insurance. The life insur- 
ance is upon Jaborers and middle class people, 
and in small ten-cent companies and the 
Knights of Honor. About $50,000 isin the 
Knights of Honor, and will be promptly paid 
by an assessment of eight cents upon members, 
the remaining $50,000 in ten cents a week. 

In Jeffersonville the damage in houses, fur- 
niture, etc., will be large. More damage was 
developed today, all of a serious kind. Many 
buildings standing will have to be torn down 
and rebuilt. Not less than two hundred houses 
were wrecked or damaged. 

Indianapolis has offered generous help, and 
yesterday at lla. m., hada relief train with 
surgeons, ambulances, etc., ready to leave 
there for this point, when a message was sent 
by Mayor Warder that it was not needed. 

At the board of trade meeting last evening 
steps to raise a relief éubscription were taken. 
The secretary-of war has ordered four hundred 
tarpaulins be loaned the citizens to protect 
their roofless houses. aie 

AN OBSERVATION TAKEN. 

The cloud accompanying the cyclone was 
observed along almost its entire course by Dr. 
Lyon, who resided at the Falls. He says the 
cloud approached up the gap in the knobs 
through which the Ohio flows. It was balloon- 
shaped, twisting an attenuated tail toward the 
earth. It emitted a constant fusilade of light- 
ning and seemed to be composed of a lurid, 
snake-like mass of electric currents, whose 
light would sometimes suddenly be - extin- 
guished for a very few brief nmoments, making 
an almost intolerable darkness. 

It was accompanied by a‘fearful roar, ‘‘like 
that of a thousand trains crossing a bridge at 
once.’’ It could be seen to strike Louisville 
and then with incredible rapidity, rumbling 
awtully, tle awful mass leaped the river, 
changing it into white foam, as it came toward 
the Indiana shore. It appeared to cross near the 
Louisville bridge, just over the falls. Dr. 
Lyon is a gentleman of scientific attainments 
and a close observer, and watched: the storm 
with a view of ascertaining certain points in 
cyclonic movements. 

AMOUNT OF INSURANCE. 

Cyclone insurance amounts to only $2,000. 
Of this $1,000 is held by J. Q. Callaghan, and 
$1,000 by Mattingly & Co., both liquor deal- 
ers. Their joint losses are $800. he plate 
glass insurance amounts to $2,000. 

A great demand now is for bricklayers. 
Probably 1,600 of these can be given employ- 
ment, aud contractors announce that they will 
pay them $4.50a day. It was rumored this 
morning that the local bricklayers would de- 
mand $5 ea day. 

The river is strewn with floating debris from 
the storm from the Tenth street waterworks, 
and hundreds of skiffs are playing about, col- 
lecting the splintered works. The ferry dock 
atthe foot of First street was. tossed about 
yesterday by the gale, and finaly it sunk. 
George Ritter, the clerk, was the only person 
aboard, and he escaped by swimming ashore. 

THE WORK OF RELIEF. 

Tomorrow a thorough system will be put in 
‘operation ‘by which all cases will be attended 
to. The executive committee, with a full 
corps of assistants and clerks, under the man- 
agement of W. R.Trolph, chairman, will be 
atthe board of trade building. All who are 
found worthy will. be assisted according to 
their needs and the extent of the relief fund.

Yesterday there was filed in the city court a 
suit for $2,000 damages against Bailiff W. C. 
Dukes, W. B. Stewart, W. R. Wardand John 
B. Hutchison. 
defendants jointly. 
Beverally they are Stewart & Ward, 
merchandisé dealers, of Clayton county, John 
B. Hutchison attorney for the firm, and Bailiff 
Dukes, the agent of the law, who executed, 
or.attempted to carry into execution the man- 
dates of the law. 

The declaration alleges that Bailiff Dukes is 
responsible for the suit, in that, he grossly erred 
in carrying out the intent of the law. 

He is charged with a serious offense—the 
levying of an execution on the household 
goods of the wrong party. And that party, 
an aged lady, in such destitute cireumstances 
that the bailiff’s levy, she says, took the cloth- 
ing and pillows from ‘her -bed and 
left her suffering for their need until 
the court found out the  , bailiffs 
mistake, a mistake, it is alleged, he was plead 
with and begged not to commit at the time the 
levy was made. 

As the petitioner, Mrs. Elizabeth A. Ander- 
son, now of Columbus, Ga., avers, suit was 
brought in the 1026th district by W. B. Stew- 
art and W. R. Ward, of Clayton county, 
through their attorney, John B. Hutchison, 
against W. P. McCravy, to recover a small 
sum of money, due them in a business trans- 
action. 

A judgment was rendered against the said 
McCravy, says the petition, and on the ground 
of his absconding, which it is alleged was un- 
founded, ashe was an engineer and had only 
left the city on a reguiar run, an execution was 
issued against him. 

Mr. Anderson further saysin his complaint 
that Bailiff W. C. Dukes levied thgir execu- 
tion on certain household goods belonging to 
her, giving a schedule of the articles, and at 
the time she told. him that the goods were 
her’s and not W. P. McCravey’s, imploring 
him not to deprive her of them by carrying 
them off. 

The bailiff did not heed her, she goes on, but 
took away a lot of household goods that were 
indispensible to her comfort. She complains 
that she suffered greatly by reason of being 
deprived of these goods, and besides, had to 
undergo the keen humiliation of being forced 
into court to prove her possession of them, 
finally. She is sixty-eight years of age, and 
was at the time in feeble hea!th. 

The plaintiff asks that she be remuneratéd 
for her suffering and humiliation by reason of 
the gross negligence of the defendants, all of 
whom are held amenable for the alleged injus- 
tice done her.

Countries—The Services Which Will 
Be Held in Atlanta.

The most solemn season of the church year 
commences today with Palm Sunday. 

Every: day during the caming week com- 
meémorates some event in the life of our 
Savior during the time when the greatest 
traged pi ever took place-on earth was 


In America the Episcopalians, the Roman 
Catholics and the Lutherians observe the week 
preceding Easter as commemorative of our 
Lord’s passion. . Every one of these churches 
+ throughout the--country will hold special 
services of the most impressive character. 

In the old world this season of special fast- 
ing, ending as it does with the greatest rejoic- 
ing, because of Easter, at which time the Lord 
rosé again from the grave, is observed much 
more closely. 

Holy week in Rome is a time never to be 
forgotten. Everything is solemn, and a deep 
depression seems to hang over the entire city 
until midnight of Saturday. Then at the first 
moment of Easter morning the 
city breaks into wild rejoicing. 
St. Peter’s church suddenly breaks 
out intoa blaze of light, and the immense 


dome is illuminated by millions of small 
lights. _ 

Thousands of devout Christians are to be 
found during holy week at Jerusalem, and 
every day the road which the Savior traversed 
on his way to Calvary is dark with a constant 
procession of pilgrims. 

The Russian church also observes holy week 
with great solemnity. In Moscow there are 
3,000 bells. Allof them are large and wonder- 
fully sweet toned. On Palm Sunday these bells 
commence ringing, only a few at first, 
but with every day the number 
increases, and on Easter morning the ve 
vales of the Kremlin vibrate with the resound- 
ing clash of the whole 3,000 iron tongues. 
Easter is the only day in the whole year when 
all the bells are rung together. 

In Atlanta this year the services at the Epis- 
copal and Catholic churches will be excep- 
tionately impressive. 

Over eighteen hundred years ago the Savior 
entered Jerusalem riding on an ass, and the 
people cast palm branchesin the way. The 
churches will therefore be decorated with 

alms, and branches of the beautiful tree will 
distributed among the congregation. 

St. Luke's cathedral will be especially well 
decorated, owing to the kindness of Mrs. Fair- 
bank, of Florida. Several years ago Mrs. 
Fairbank’s daughter, who was a member of 
St. Luke’s church, diedin Atlanta. Since that 
time every Palm Sunday has brought from the 
Florida home an immense bundle of the most 
beautiful palm leaves. To obtain these leaves 
Mrs. Fairbank every year has a date palm cut 
down in her grove, and only the most perfect 
leaves are sent to the church her daughter at- 
tended. 

Every day during Holy week Bishop Beck- 
with will lecture, at 11 o’clock, on the life of 
Christ. On Thursday night the communion 
service will be celebrated. On Good Frida 
the church will be darkened and draped wit 
mourning; the only light will be from a cross 
of gas jets on the altar, and Bishop Beckwith 
will teil the story of the crucifixion. 

On Easter the church will be a mass of flow- 
ers, and the service will be grand: At the 
evening service the bishop will confirm all 
those who desire to become members of the 
church. 

The same services will be held at St. Philip's 
church, except that the daily service will 
10 o’clock in the morning, and on Good Fri- 
day the evening services will be at 7 :30. 

Daily services will also beheld at the 
Roman Catholic church at . certain hours, 
which will be announced at*high mass today. 


WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


Excessive Rains Throughout the Country— 
Planting Progressing. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The week ending 
March 29th has been decidedly warmer than 
usual over the greater portions of the United 
States, east of the Rocky mountains, the aver- 
age daily temperature ranging from six degrees 
to nine degrees above normal throughout the 
southern and middle Atlantic states, while it 
was from three degrees to six degrees above 
in the central vdlleys sand New England. 

Excessive rains have occurred during the 
week over the northern states east of the 
Mississippi, and in Minnesota, Iowa, and eas- 
tern Missouri. 
occurred in the South Atlantic states and in 
Kentucky, and over the greater portions of 
Tennessee and Alabama. The precipitation 
generally exceeded one inch over the entire 
region east of the Mississippi, while more than 
two inches fell in the southern, New England, 
southern New York and in _ central 
Mississippi and the lower Ohio _ valleys, 
and only light showers occurred in the 
southwest, including Louisiana, Texas and 
western Arkansas. hevorts from the entire 
winter wheat. belt indicate that the appearance 
of wheat has improved during the past week. 

Reports from the southwest indicate that the 
weather during the week was especially favor- 
able, and planting is progressing rapidly in 
Texas, Arkansas, and in unflooded districts of 
Mississippi and Louisiana. In the gulf states, 
much of the ground is too wet to plow, and 
farming operations are not so far edvanced as 
usual at this date. 

In the south Atlantic states and Virginia 
warm and generally fair weather. The im- 
proved condition of growing crops, except in 
some localities in Virginia and North Carolina, 
where excessive rains resulted in some damage; 
early vegetables were much improved in South 
Carolina.

THE CONVENTION FOR AUGUST 


And It Looks Like Primaries Will 
Be Indorsed. 


It will not be long before the state demo- 
eratic oxecutive committee is called together 
to consider the question of making the call 
for the state democratic convention, which is to 
nominate Georgia’s next governor, and a full 
ticket of state officers. 

The executive committee usually meets 
@uring the month of April, at the call of the 
chairman, who is ex officio chairman of the 
committee by having been president of the 
preceding state democratic convention. The 
president of the convention always becomes 
chairman of the executive committee, which 
position is now held by Mr. Berner, of Monroe. 

The last state convention, which met in At- 
Janta on the 8th of August, 1888, authorized 
the chairman to appoint four members of the 
executive committee from the state at large, 
and the delegates to that convention selected, 
by districts, two members from the respective 
districts, each being entitled to two members, 
to serve on the cemmittee for the next two 
years.

TALKING TO THE COMMITTEE. 

In order to arrive at the opinion of the com" 
mittee as to the time of holding the next state 
convention, TH CONSTITUTION addressed let- 
ters to its correspondents living in the same 
places with the members of the committee, 
asking that they obtain the views of the com- 
mitteemen on the following points: 

First, as to the month for which the state 
convention should be called.

The auswers to these questions are given 
below. As will be seen, every member of the 
committee that could be reached, gives his 
views. Mr. Harris, of the second, was absent 
from his home, and thus: could not be inter- 
viewed. Mr. Cabaniss is in Cuba with the 
Georgia press excursion, and Mr. Strother, of 
the tenth,is on the circuit, not preaching, 
however, but lawing. 

The members of the committee express

~tically settle these points,—to wit: 


First, that tlhe democratic state conven- 
tion will be held during the first week in 
4ugust. 

SECOND, that the majority of the members 
of the committee favor primary elections 
tather than mass meetings, as the method for 
sloosing delegates to the state convention. 

THInD, that itis the sentiment of the com- 
mittee that the counties should decide for 
themsclves the time for choosing delegates to 
the state convention, it being the opinion of 
most of the comiitteemen that the time that 
would suit one county would not necessarily 
suit ancther. 

Itisthorefore probable that the work of 
Bhoosing delegates to the state convention wil] 
begin in|June, and will be kept up at a lively 
rate until a few days before the meeting of the 
ponvention, which will almost certainly be 
*xed for the first week in August.

¥ROM THE STATE AT LARGE. 
Ex-President Fleming duBignon, of the 
state senate, says: 

“The latter part of August, which is the 
usual time for holding our state conventions, 
is early enough. Whoever is nominated will

All 
who are anxious to get in the race should be 
given ample time. The election does not 
Some ol until October, and six weeks give 
time enough for the nominee for governor to 
do ail the canvassing that he wishes.

FIRST DISTRICT. . 

Hon. George A. Mercer, of the first district 
sees no advantage in calling the state con- 
vention before the usual time, August. 

Where there are no contests, mass meetings 
are preferable to primary elections. Where 
sentiment is divided , however, should hold pri 
maries. The week before the convention 
is early enough to choose delegates. 

Hon. G. J. Holton, of the first, says: “I 
think the state democratic convention ought 
to be called to meet before August, or by the 
first of that month. 

‘‘Heretofore I have favored mass meetings, 
but my opinions have changed, and I am now 
for primaries. Itisimportant for the masses 
to be heard in this campaign, and the holding 
of primary elections is about the only feasible 
and accurate method of ascertaining their 
wishes. 

“T do not think it will make any material 
difference when delegates are selected. I 
should say two weeks before the meeting of 
the convention will be early enough.’’ 

SECOND DISTRICT 

Hon. W. C. Worrill, of the second district, 
favors calling the state democratic convention 
in the early part of August.

The middle of July, is, in his opinion, early 
enough to choose delegates to those conven- 
tions. 

THIRD DISTRICT. 

Hon. J. McRae, of the third district, thinks 
that the convention should be held at the usual 
time. 

Is in favor of primaries, rather than mass 
meetings. 

Does not express any opinions as to the time 
of choosing delegates. 

Hon. J. F. Watson, of the third district, 
expresses himselfas being in favor of the 
month of August for the assembling of the 
state convention. 

He thinks the delegates to both state and 
county conventions should be selected by mass 
meetings. 

Delegates to the state convention should be 
chosen during the month of July. 

FOURTH DISTRICT. 

Colonel R. W. Freeman, member from the 
fourth district, is strongly in favor of primary 
elections. ‘‘Thereis no other plan,”’ said he, 
in discussing the subject, “‘by which the choice 
of the people can be fairly and accurately as- 
certained, and as a member of the state exec- 
utive committee I shall not hesitate to urge its 
adoption by the counties in selecting delegates 
to the state convention, and to the con- 
gressional, senatorial and county conventions 
as well. Moreover, I am in favor of designat- 
ing @ particular day for the selection of 
gubernaterial delegates in every county 
of the state, and shall so recommend to the 
committee.’ It has been the custom heretofore 
to select the delegates in some counties as 
early as May, and by precipi tating 
action in a few other counties 
known beforehand to be favorable’ to 
a particular candidate, the effect has been to 
discourage the candidacy of his opponents in 
the race and to greatly lessen their chances for 
success. 

‘The manifest object in securing early action 
in certain localities is to influence doubtful 
counties and manufacture enthusiasm for 
doubtful candidates. Let primary elections be 
held on the same day throughout the state, 
just as the general elections are held. Each 
county will be more apt to act independently 
under this plan; every candidate will have 
a fair chance’ before the people, 
and the whole state will know the result in 
twenty-four hours. 

“‘I am also in favor of an early convention. 
Protracted campaigns induce needless agita- 
tion; needless agitation engenders bitterness 
and strife among the partisans of the different 
candidates, and result in general demoraliza- 
tion. Nosufficient reason occurs to me now, 
why the state convention should not be held in 
July—the earlier the better—sufficient time 
being allowed, of course, for a full and fair 
discussion of the various questions involved, so 
that when delegates are selected it may be 
done intelligently.’’ 

Hon. C. A. Redd, of the fourth district: ‘I 
think the state convention should be held 
early in the month of August. 

‘In counties where there is a probability of 
a contest, it should be settled by primary bal- 
lots. If delegates are chosen by a mass meet- 
ing, they should be instructed by resolution 
how to cast their vote sin the convention. 

‘All delegates should be chosen, either on or 
before the last Saturday of July.” 

FIFTH DISTRICT. 

Honorable B. S. Walker, of the -fifth dis- 
trict, thinks that the state convention should 
be held before the annual convention of the 
farmers’ alliance, which meets in -Macon in 
August. 

He is in favor of primary elections. 

Hon. W. F. Patillo, of the fifth district, 
favors a very late convention. September 
would suit him better than August. 

Heis for primary elections and August 
mass meetings, but thinks the primaries ought 
to be strictly regulated to insure fairness. 

SIXTH DISTRICT. 


Hon. R. V. Hardeman, whois the only 
member of the sixth district, the late J. A. 
Hunt having been the other, thinks that the 
last of July, or the first of August, is the time 
to call the meeting of the state convention. 

He is strongly of the opinion that primary 
elections, instead of mass meetings, should be 
held ig all counties. 

He thinks the delegates to the convention 
should be selected from thirty to sixty days 
before the assembling of the convention, and 
that all counties in the state should act on the 
same day, the last Saturday in May or the first 
Saturday in June being the proper time. 

SEVENTH DISTRICT. 

Hon. 8. A. Anderson, of the seventh dis- 
trict, thinks the convention ought to be held 
in July or August, and has no preference be- 
tween these two months. 

He thinks the delegates to state and connty 
elections should be chosen by primary elec- 
tions. 

The delegates to state convention should be 
chosen in June. 

Hon. J. O. Waddell; of the seventh district, 
says: “‘I have no choice as to the time of hold- 
ing the convention, but in deference to the ex- 
press wish of the alliance, think the first of 
August a good time. Am not particular about 
the time of electing delegates. Any reason- 
able time will do. Mass-meetings are objec- 
tionable, and much prefer primaries, or county 
conventions based on district representation.” 

EIGHTH DISTRICT, 

Hon. Hamilton McWhorter, of the eighth 
district, thinks August the month for the con- 
vention. 

He prefers primary elections, believing that 
to be the fairest and fullest method of securing 
the popular preference for a candidate, and at 
the same time being more conducive to party 
harmony. 

Hie thinks that the time for selecting dele- 
gates to the state convention should be left to 
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county would not suit another. — 

Hon. Calvin George, of the eighth disirict. 
says: “I am satisfied that the executive com- 
mittee ought to consult chiefly the interests 
and convenience of the agricultural class, who 
constitute by far the greater part of our popu- 
lation. A great many farmers will be dele- 
gates to the convention, and it appears tome 
that the time most suitable to them will be 
about the latter part of July or the early part 
of August. 

“T am decidedly of the opinion|that delegates 
toall conventions should be selected by pri- 
mary elections. By this method we can more 
surely arrive at the popular will, than by any 
other known to me. In fact, I consider the 
primary election system to be part of the fun- 
damental laws of the democratic party,' never, 
under any circumstances, to be de 
from.”’ 

“T think delegates to the convention should 
be chosen early in July.” 

NINTH DISTRICT. 

Hon. L. J. Allred, of the ninth district, 
wants the convention to meet in August. 

He thinks primary elections preferable in 
counties where the people will come out to 
vote, but in Pickens and surrounding counties 
mass meetings are more satisfactory than pri- 
maries, as but few of the militia districts would 
hold elections. In counties where the voters 
will turn out, primaries ought to be. Whether 
for mass meetings or primaries, fifteen or 
twenty days notice should be given. 

Delegates should be chosen the first Tuesday 
in July. 

Hon. J. E. Redwine, of the ninth district, 
thinks that the convention should be held be- 
tween the 20th of July and the 20th of August. 
Is opposed to a long canvass. 

He favors the selection of delegates to 
county conventions by primary elections, with 
ample notice tothe voters of the time and 
place of selecting delegates, so that all may 
have an opportunity to participate in the 
election. The delegates to the state conven 
tion should be elected by these county conven- 
tions. 

He thinks that the time of choosing delegates 
ought to be left largely tothe county organi- 
zations. Thinks it would not be well to name 
a day for the whole state to choose delegates. 
The farmers in south and middle Georgia are 
through with their work soonerthan those in 
other parts of the state. Let the democratic 
organizations decide, but let full notice be 
given of the time and place of selecting dele- 
gates. 

TENTH DISTRICT. 

Hon. W. L. Phillips, of the tenth district, is 
in favor of primaries for electing delegates. 

Thinks August the month for the state con- 
vention.

appreciated, her people recently voted an ap- 
propriation of $50,000, $22,000 for the school 
and the balance for a better system of sewer- 
age and drainage and general improvements, 
besides donating twenty acres of land, worth 
$20,000, to the institution. 

The institution will be a wonderful success 
in every particular, and as soon as the plans 
and specifications are voted on by the commit- 
tee having the work in hand, the girls’ in- 
dustrial school will be erected. This institu- 
tion will be of incalculable glory to the state 
fostering it, and of decided,substantial advant- 
age to the plucky city that was fortunate 
enough to secure it, 

The Military and Agricultural Co lege. 

The Middle Georgia Military and Agricul- 
tural college was established January 19, 1880, 
in accordance with an act of the general 
assembly creating a department of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia at Milledgeville. The college 
has been in successful operation ever since 
that time. 

The design and purpose are clearly sei forth 
in Section 4 of the act, in these words: ‘‘The 
course of instruction, in addition to military 
training, shall be especially directed (1) to the 
preparation for the higher classes at Athens, 
(2) for the business of practical farm-life and 
mining, (3) and for the profession of teach. 
ing.” 

The building is admirably adapted to col- 
lege purposes. Recent appropriations have 
enabled the trustees to repair and greatly im- 
prove the house and add to its equipment. The 
recitation rooms are well furnished, and the 
magnificent campus and drill-grounds sur- 
rounding the building materially increase the 
comfort of the students. 

The college has an apparatus for illustrating 
chemical experiments, besides valuable in- 
struments in the mathematical department: 
It has also a fine library of three thousand vol” 
umes. 

Major J. Colton Lynes, the president, is 
a gentleman of excellent culture, thorough 
education and ardent enthusiasm, and the 
attendance of four hundred and seventy-three, 
which is the largest that the school has ever 
enjoyed, is a compliment to his management. 
He is assisted by thirteen instructors. 

Governor Gordon has recently commissioned 
the cadet officers of this school, these being 
the first ever issued in Georgia. 

Milledgeville is justly proud of this school of 
excellent merit. 

A Wonderful Water Power. 

The magnificent water power of Milledge- 
ville cannot be dwelled on too much. The 
Oconee river, a beautiful stream, runs directly 
through the city. On this stream are some of 
the finest falls in the south, as is shown by the 
following figures taken from a survey by Pro- 
fessor O. W. Cone, of the Middle Georgia Mili- 
tery and Agricultural college: 

Fall from head of Fraley’s shoals to Fraley’s 
ferry, 10.31 feet, distance one mile. 


Fall from Fraley’s ferry to footof Long is 
land, 7.83 feet, distance one anda half miles.

Jedgeville; 62.38 feet, distance six miles. 

By building a dam ten feet high across the 
river at the foot of Long island and cutting a 
canal one and one-fourth miles long to the foot 
of Furman’s falls, a fall of 30.20 feet could be 
obtained. 

By building a dam ten feet high across the 
river at the head of Furman’s falis and cut- 
ting a canal three miles long to Milledgeville, 
@ fall of 44.20 feet could be obtained. 

By building a dam ten feet high at the head 
of Fraley’s shoals and cutting a canal about 
six miles long to the city, a fall of 72.38 feet 
could be obtained. 

The minimum flow at Furman’s falls, ac- 
cording to the United States survey, is 500 
cubic feet per second. 

A canal can be cut from the foot of Furman’s 
falls to Milledgeville, a distance of two and 
one-half miles, thereby. turning the whole 
river into the very -héart of the city which 
would give power enovgh to run millions of 
spindles. 

The most popularidea seems to be, how- 
ever, to ‘putin dynamos at Furman’s falls, 
and transmit electric power to the city, using 
it to light. the city, operate the dummy line, 
and run the factories throughout the city.

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Our Pan-American Visitors. 

The Pan-American congress visited points 

of interest in the north and west as an organ- 

ized body. The south was left out of the 


programme, but the republican managers of | 


the concern reluctantly promised us a visit 
from the foreign delegates at a later date. 

It is plain enough that Secretary Blaine 
and his associates have put in their work 
against us. The Pan-Americans will give 
their dinner to President Harrison about the 
middle of April, and will then adjourn. 
After the adjournment most of the delegates 
will doubtless return home.- Some of the 
party will visit Georgia and other southern 
states, 

These few scattering tourists will not be 
the Pan-American congress—they will not 
represent the body that visited the north and 
west, and will not come among us in their 
official capacity. 

Under the circumstances, it is a matter of 
« perfect indifference to us whether these gen- 
tlemen come or remain away. They have 
been told by high republican officials that 
there is nothing worth seeing down this way, 
and they have believed what was said against 
us. The Pan-American congress has been 
persuaded not to make the southern trip, 
and the few delegates and attaches who may 
come along after the congress breaks up will 
come as ordinary travelers with no mission 
whatever. 

It is the same old policy. When foreign 
visitors want to look around with a view to 
cultivating closer commercial relations, 
Madame North pushes her way to the front 
and bosses the job. She tucks Madame 
South under the bed, and informs the 
strangers that the missing sister is unpre- 
sentable, run down at the heel, and in the 
soup, as it were. 

We are used to this sort of thing, and can 
stand it as long as anybody else can. When 
the South American strangers show up they 
will receive a warm southern welcome, but 
mot as the Pan-American congress. The 
frazzled end of that dignified conference can- 
mot be imposed upon us for the congress 
itself. ‘ 

And yet a very serious mistake has been 
made in this business. Our southern ports 
and our industries will in the near future be 
more important to South America than the 
rest of the country. Already the single port 
of Brunswick has a larger export trade with 
South America than any other city in the 
United States except New York. The south 
can afford to play the part of Cinderella for 
awhile.

- Pat Walsh’s name has been brought conspicu- 
ously before the public during the past few days 
by Colonel Livingston's attack on him, and by his 
editorial reply in the columns of his paper, the 
Augusta Chronicle. 

“That is a manly card,” said a prominent Geor- 
gian yesterday, in the editorial rooms of TuE Con- 
STITUTION, “and a noble man wrote it. Why,a 
truer man does notlivé on this earth than Pat 
Walsh, and the democracy of Georgia owes 
him a debt of gratitude that it can never 
pay. He stood like a man with his shoulder 
to the wheel, when the democrats of Georgia 
needed champions. He never flickered and never 
complained. He never deserted a friend, and he 
never took advantage of an enemy. He is a man 
of intense convictions, and he will stand by them 
if he dies at his gun. I have watched his career 
with great interest, and he typifies, more than any 
man I know of, my ideal of a true man.” 


Another gentleman, who listened to the above 
worthily spoken tribute, chimed in: 

‘Let me tell you of an incident that shows what 
sort ofa man Pat Walsh is. I do not know much 
about him, simply know him to speak to him, 
that’s all. I was at Sullivan’s island a few years 
ago, which, as you know, is just off Charleston, 
Among the arrivals while I was there was Pat 
Walsh and his wife, who had come from Augusta 
for a short visit to the island, and this is what 
happened while he was there: 

“One day, Colonel Walsh arrived at the hotel 
escorting a crowd of Charlestonians, who had just 
come over frqm the city, He was the center of 
the crowd, agid I never saw a man in better spirits. 
He frolicked jover the beach, with his companions, 
like a boy, &ad, when dinner was announced, 
marshaled the whole crowd, and carried them 
into the dining room as his guests. He presided 
at the table, and, had it been a dining of senators, 
he could not have enjoyed himself more. After 
dinner, he stuck to those fellows till night, and 
escorted them to the boat which was to carry them 
back to Charleston.” 

‘Walsh was born in Charleston, you know,” con- 
tinned the speaker, ‘‘and worked his way trom the 
very botton, nis first work being that ofjoflice boy 
in a Charleston printing office. There he swept the 
floor, cleaned the spittoons, and made himself 
useful generally. He prospered, and soon worked 
his way to the front, but he never forgot the com- 
panions of his boyhood, few of whom succeeded 
like him. Hethought of his old boyhood friends 
while at the island, and with the remark, j‘I am 
going over to see if I cannot find some of the 
boys,’ ftook the first boat for Charleston, where he 
spent the day. There he hunted the city over for 
his old friends. He found many of them—some 
doing well, some day laborers, and others strug- 
gling hard for existence. But it made no differ- 
ence how poor they were; every one of them was 
invited to be his guest next day at the island. 
‘We will be boys again,’ said the colonel, and the 
result of their reunion has been told above.” 


Hon. Henry R. Shorter, president of the railroad 
commission of Alabama, passed through Atlanta 
yesterday. 

“Our commission is very much like the Géorgia 
commission,” said the distinguished president of 
the Alabama commission, who, by the way, is a 
Georgian, having been born in Monticello, Jasper 
county. “I notice one thing, however, the rail- 
roads have not gotten into politics in our state 
like they appear to have done in Georgia. Our 
people are satisfied with the railroad commission 
and since its creation the railroads play but little 
part in the _ politics oof the state.

so conspicuously in politics, when the people have 
their absolute control in their own hands, It is 
decidedly different in Alabama.”’

Just next to the burning house, 
and within five feet of it, was alarge two-story 
frame building. I passed the place just as the fire 
engines arrived.

Acrowd had gathered, and a 
rush was made to save the contents ofgthe adjoin- 
ing house, which everybody had given up for lost. 
In an instant the brave firemen 
were moving over the burning building like rats. 
Never was work done quicker or more ef- 
fectively. Several streams of water were thrown 
on the burning building. Clouds of smoke were 
being drawn from the wall of the building ad- 
joining the burning house. It looked as if in a 
minute it would be enveloped in flames. Yet, 
what a difference in five minutes. In that time the 
flames of the burning building were under control. 
The firemen worked like beavers. They fought 
their way in through the windows, as the flames 
fought their way out. But the contest was not 
long. In five minutes the crowd saw that the 
building next the burning one was safe, and the 
firemen left the scene half an 
hour after they arrived, having not 
only partially saved the small building, but hay- 
ing absolutely checked the fire from spreading to 
a building not more than five feet from the one 
which but afew moments before was a blazing 
mass. és

the two latest breaks in the levees. The first 
to give way was what is known as Easton's 
levee, which is half a mile above the Round 


landing, in Bolivar county, and about sixteen- 
miles north of Greenville. The break oc- 
curred at 3 o’clock Friday morning. The 
second was a leyee one and one-half 
miles below Huntington, on Timberlake 
on, about four miles above the Offutt 
. This place was also considered safe 
and secure. the breaks are both very bad 
ones. The outflow of water from those two 
laces will inundate a large section of country 
Rotor it reaches the Yazoo river, again to join 
the great river, leaving desolation and ruin in 
these parts, su ing the garden spot of the 
Yazoo delta and en 7 suspending all rail- 
road travel from Leland to Rollingford, on the 
Louisville, New Orleans and Texas railroad. 
IT BROKE AT THE OLD PLACE. 

The Easton levee broke at the same place at 
which the break occurred in 1882, but since 
then it had been enlarged and strengthened 
until it looked like a mountain of earthwork, 
and strong enough to keep the river in bounds 
at its t height. The water from this 


break will first find its way into William’s 
bayou, which has its source nearthe break. It 
will follow the bayou some fifteen miles flood- 
ing a large section of country on the east until 
it reaches Deer creek, overflowing the east 
and west banks unless protection levees con- 
fine it within its banks. There are places, it 
is thought, that these protection levees will 
hardly be of avail, as nothing has been done 
since 188 to prepare them for the mighty vol- 
ume of water that has suddenly come 
down on them. The flow is east of 
Huntington branch -of the Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas railway, until Bland is 
reached,crossing the Riverside division of that 
road four miles south of the break. 

At Leland it will cross the main line and 
unless it overfiows the west bank it will flow 
down Deer creek to the east of the main line, 
spreading out toward the Boguephalia, over- 

owing some of the finest cottor plantations 
in the delta of the famous Creek country for 
about fifty miles along the Valley road. 

The water from Huntington break will at 
once join the outpour from Offutt break which 
has filled up all low places in its course and 
inundate a very large section of country upon 
its journey. These waters will swell its volume 
bearing to the west against Greenville, and 
the portion of country spreading out toward 
William’s bayou on the east; and no doubt 
will blend with the waters from Easton break, 
making a perfect sea of water from here to 
Boguephalia and perhaps overflowing the 
east banks of that stream. The junction of 
waters from these three streams will inundate 
nearly all the plantations in Washington 
county in its entire length and breadth, until 
Sharkey and Issaquena counties are reached; 
then connecting with the outpour from the 
Skipwith break overflowing everything in its 
track, until the Yazoo river is reached. 

DAMAGE BEYOND CALCULATION. 

The damage that the flood will do is beyond 
calculation. Besides this, itis getting late in 
the season, and the waters will only recede 
with the fall of the river. Crops will all be 
late, and in many places it may not be possible 
to E eae at all. 

n attempt to close these breaks will be of 
no avail. The ends of some of the broken 
levees may be secured to prevent the crevasses 
from breaking, but the work on Offutt break 
has fully demonstrated the fact thatitis next 
to impossible for it to be done with such a vol- 
ume of water rushing through at the present 
stage of the river. The work was abandoned 
on the Offutt break, it being deemed 
best by the engineer that laborers and money 
could be better utilized in protecting weak 
points thereby preventing any further breaks 
or damage to the Jevee. There are no reports 
as to the loss of live stock in the newly flooded 
section, but it is generally believed that some 
precautions have been taken and the stock re- 
moved to places of safety. 

The latest from the eastern break states 
that it is now six hundred feet wide and: in- 
creasig rapidly. The water has crossed to 
the west bank of William’s bayou at Avon- 
— and is too feet deep in the stores at that 

ace. 

Pr The break at Huntington, which is six hun- 
dred feet wide, is hourly growing wider, and 
threatens to become an immense break. 

The break at Skipwith is now between 600 
and 700 feet wide, and is rapidly increasing. 
The river at Greenville has fallen three 
inches, caused by the breaks above. 

The levee between Luna and Columbia land- 
ing, Arkansas, broke at 6 o’clock Thursda 
morning, but no particulars could be learned. 
The people are taking the matter philosophi- 
ewe as they have been in floods like these 

ore. 


THE ATLANTA MARKETS. 


The city markets are rather meagre for the 
month of April. 

The recent rise in beef has put al] house- 
keepers in a flurry. 

When beefsteak went to 20 centsa pound 
there was a general panic in the city. Really, 
beef is not worth that much, but there seems 
to be a combination among the retail dealers 
that has run it up to that price. 

Mutton chops are 15 cents a pound, and pork 
chops 124 at the meat markets, with a few ex- 
ceptions, when,in the latter case, 20 cents is 
charged all round. 

Spring chickens are small and scarce, and 
— all the way from 35 to 75 cents 
each. 

Dressed poultry is scarce, turkeys worth 25 
cents a pound and chickens 15. 

There is no game in the market, except a 
few quail which are dear at 20 to 25 cents each. 
Eggs are worth 15 cents a dozen. 

Oysters are. still abundant, reefers being 
worth 25 cents a quart, selects 35and plants 
50. The season will close in — days, but 
oysters were never cheaper than they are now 
in Atlanta. 

The fish market is rather bare. Pompano 
and Spanish mackerel are worth 20 cents a 


pound ; white shad 25 cents to $1 each; hick- | 


ory shad, which few people will buy unless 
they are deceived, 15 to cents each. 
Speckeled tiout are worth 10 cents a pound, 
fresh water tront 124. Sheephead, drum and 
sea bass 10 cents 2 pound; snapper at 10 cents 
and muilet at 8 cents, lentiful. 

Fruits are scarce. Previous to the freeze 
they were coming in plentifully, and were 
reasonably cheap. 

Applies are from 75 to 80 cents a 
peck ; oranges are from 30 to 40 cents a dozen, 
and are going up; bananas are from 15 to 25 
cents a dozen ; grape fruit 5 to 10 cents apiece; 
and lemons 25 cents a dozen. 

Vegetables are scarce, spring turnips being 
worth 5centsa bundle; fresh beets 5 cents; 
fresh onions 5 cents ; lettuce from 5 to 74 cents; 
beets 5 cents, and new potatoes 10 cents a 


quart. 

The market gardeners have been unable to 
supply the city with vegetables, the late freeze 
having killed everything green in the city and 
surrounding country.

During the services Dr. Simon Wolf, by 
special request, made a short address to the 
children. Mr. Wolfis a man of national repu- 
tation, a philanthropist, who devotes his life to 
noble deeds of charity and benevolence. As 
he arose to speak he was visibly affected at 
the scene around him. It was no doubt the 
proudest moments of his life as he viewed be- 
fore him the result of his earnest labors and 
fervent prayers. Mr. Wolf said: 

MY CHILDREN: This is a happy occasion, one of 
feeling toone and all. You are to be congratulated 
that you are here in this “‘home”’—a home of joy, 
content and, I trust, of permanent napyenses. 

I can hardly speak in fitting terms of this hour 
and all that it implies, and [ rejoice that you are 
so cheerful. Your eyes beam so brightly that it 
needs no search warrant to find out the cause. 
You are placed here to learn, to do and to become, 
in turn, teachers of all the good you here enjoy. 

Your joys, your pleasures are ours. When we 
know that you are getting what is right, reason- 
able and just, we feel and know that our labors 
have not been in vain. Your little hearts are 
brimful today that your companion—let me hope, 
your friend—-is being ushered into the cares and 
responsibilities of manhood. 

You feel no envy or jealousy. You feel 
only that sentiment of Jove and _ loyalty 
that is born of gratitude and appreciation. 
The many good men and women of the whole dis- 
trict. and notably those of Atlanta, feel more than 
repzid, that everything in this ‘home’ is so pleas 
ant and satisfactory; they are thankful with you 
that your lives have been made so che.rful and so 
comtortable. This is your “home.” Weare your 
friends, and the father and the mother of this 
“home” fill the measure that is denied to you by 
Providence and misfortune. ‘ 

You my son, Bar Mitzvah, (one who is thirteen 
years old) you are entering into the spring time of 
manhood; your cares and responsibilities com- 
men:e. What you have said today in this}presence, 
sworn to before this altar, makes and constitutes 
you a inan; seeto it that you always remember 
this hour, that you become a good man, a good 
Jew, and being both of these, you necessarily are 
a good citizen of the United States. Never forget 
what has been taught you; show it by your 
conduct. Let every act of yours. testify 
your love of this home, its teachers 
and its devoted friends. Your whole life is before 
you. Hear testimony to the world that pe know 
what is rightand just. This “home” will rejoice 
in your success when you wrapped the sacred 
scrolls today. I thought how closely enwrapped 
we are in works of love and charity, and that as 
you received inerit marks in this home for good 
conduct, so the Creator of the universe will re- 
ward and punish in the final hour of judgment. 

Therefore, be strong, manly and resolute in all 
you think and do. 

And now, my dear friends, we elders can profit 
by this simple yet effective scene. It appeals to 
us; it arouses the latent feelings; it strengthens 
the wavering, encourages the doubtful, and is 
more than a recompense for all the sacrifices and 
endeavors, made on and in behalf of our dear 
‘shome.”’ 

We have done much, but 
is left to co, and 
done. We grumble at Providence, grow 
restive in trouble and illness, forgetting 
the many biessings we enjoy, the glorious sun- 
shine of God's favor, and yet many of us think our 
duty done when we have discharged a single part 
thereof, and feel as if God was to do the rest. 

God helps those who help theinselves, and in 
helping these children, in aiding the unfortunate, 
we are he)ping ourselves and our children; for no 
one can forsee the revolution of fortune’s wheel. 
The child of our care and fostering may becowe a 
teacher of good works, an angel of mercy and 
light, and thus repay ina double sense all the good 
we confer on them. The Moslem wanders yearly 
in sunshine and wind storm to Mecca, bowing his 
head to the east in devout devotion to his faith. 
So, we should, at least, annuaily come here to this 
moral Mecca of our beneficent and philanthropic 
creation. It will create in our heart and brain the 
inspiration for higher, nobier and purer work. 

These children, and others similarly situated, 
are not the only orphans; there are more outside 
of “homes” than within, for he or she who is able 
to bestow, and fails in doing, is a poor object of 
humaiuity, and needs ihe charity of pity. Let 
us then be strong in our well doing, elp in all 
directions, not only those of our but of every 
faith. 

God bless, protect and preserve our “home,” 
its inmates, its noble teachers and assistant, 
andevery true frienctof the orphan and distressed.

Indicting the People. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: In his great address 
on Warren Hastings, Edmund Burke said: “You 
cannot indict a whole people ;” and yet, in an in- 
terview published in these columns a few days 
ago, S. A. Darnell, the district attorney for the 
northern district of Georgia, made the following 
charge against the moonshiners and ministers of 
north Georgia: ‘“Moonshiners perjure themselves 
outrageously in the United States courts and 
think nothing of it. Even preachers have been 
known to doit. They see no moral offense in it; 
it’s their privilege to beat the government if they 
can, fair means or foul. The strangest thing is 
that these same people could not be induced to 
perjure themselves in the state courts. They are 
quite as truthful as the ordinary run of 
witnesses, and they appreciate fully the moral 
wrong committed in perjarinn themselves.” 

This isa very broad, and we believe, an unjust 
arraignment of these people. This is probably the 
first instance where a public officer has made a 
charge against the ininisters of the gospel. 

When it is remembered that the fee system pre- 
vails in the United States courts, it may explain 
in a large measure the inconsistencies in the tes- 
timony of witnesses for the government and de- 
fendants. The pay of the deputies and their sub- 
ordinates and informers, depends upon the 
prima facie case they make against the moon- 
shiners before the commissioners courts, hence 


it is easy to see how self-interest can induce these’ 


officials and semi-officials to make 
out a case, when it should not be done, 

It is also well to remember that in ‘‘moonshin- 
ing,’’ there is no moral turpitude, merely the ‘‘ma- 
lum prohibitum,’’ and that these ey 4 moun- 
taineers regard the excise duties as an infringe- 
ment on their vested rights. It will be remem- 
bered that such taxes at the start ge rise to or- 
pase military resistance, like the ‘‘whisky re- 

llion’”’ many years ago, when this internal tax 
was repealed, and only renewed as a war measure 
in 1862, the mountaineers in the long interval hay- 
ing converted their fruit and grain into liquors 
without let or hindrance. While this tax remains, 
it is not right to arraign this unfortunate class as 
all being “‘perjurers,” “liars,” and ‘scoundrels.”’ 

The home of independentism and the strong- 
hold of republicanism in Georgiais in the ninth 
district,; where the wild, untutored moonshiner 
has a very heavy vote, and they will hardly relish 
being stigmatised by Attorney Darnell, a republi- 
can Official, as being rjurors in the federal 
courts and truthful in the state tribunals, a refin- 
ment of casuistry these people will hardly draw. 

We cannot believe thatthe moonshiners and 
their preachers are perjurors.
